DETROIT, May 28.—The River 
Rouge rises in Wayne County, Mich- 
igan, and runs 23 miles to the out- 
Skirts of the City of Detroit where 
its outpouring makes only a small 
reddish smudge in the blue waters 
of the Detroit River. 

It is a little, lazy river, given to 
turbulence only when freshets lift 
it out of its banks and send it ram- 
paging among the farms in the val- 
ley through which it passes.

Some when they are listless idlers. 
As is said to be his practi@e, he be- 
gan the very.next day to bring the 
notion to expression. 

How River Was Made to Work. 

He built nine dams in the Rouge. 
Beside each dam, he installed a tur- 
bine; beside each turbine, a work- 
shop. He spent $1,000.000 reform- 
ing the Rouge. Thereafter the river 
ceased its idling and began to work. 
It now furnishes energy which turns 
the turbines that move the lathes 
in nine shops in nine villages where 
no industrial employment had exist- 
ed before. The smallest plant has 
50 horsepower and employs 20 men. 
The largest has 200 horsepower and 
employs 200 men. 

Now that the Rouge has quit idl- 
ing, it has lost much of its turbu- 
lent, seasonal destructiveness and 
has become a steady as well as an 
industrious stream. 

Ford, who magnified a pattern for 
a simple gasoline engine into a mo- 
plants are 
valued at more than $200,000,000 
and which, employing 90,000 men, 
can produce 1,000,000 automobiles 
and tractors each year, now is mag- 
nifying the River Rouge notion in 
his thoughts to apply to the Mis- 
Sissippi and all its tributaries, from 
the larger, like the Missouri, to the 
smaller, like the little, lazy Rouge. 


Believes in River Reform. 

He believes that if the Mississippi, 
like the Rouge, could be reformed 
into a well-behaved stream that the 
thousands of acres reclaimed from 
inundation would contribute in prod- 
ucts an incalculable addition to the 
wealth of the Mississippi Valley. He 
believes that if the thousands of 
other swampy aeres could be made 
to shed their water’ that further 
great wealth could be piled up in the 
valley. He believes that if the Mis- 
sissippi could be transformed from 
an uncertain, irresponsible stream 
with innumerable shifting bars into 
@ fixed channel of even depth that 
boats would navigate it more freely 
and would carry forth to the world 
products now impounded on valley 
farms because of prohibitive trans- 
portation costs. 

He is inclined to believe that dams 
will reform *the Mississippi as they 
did the Rouge. He believes that the 
further dams are extended up the 
tributaries and the _ tributaries of 
tributaries the more absolutely will 
the river be in control. 

He believes further that, is, as on 
the Rouge, Mydro-electric plants are 
installed beside- those dams that 
cheap power would be distributed 
over the valley so evenly that the 
drift of population toward the cities, 
now the seats of industry, would be 
checked. Ford believes that this 
latter is the most desired of all the 
benefits and if seized would be the 
making of the valley and the salva- 
tion of the nation. 

As he began the next day to give 
the River Rouge expression, he be- 
lieves~that this is the time to give 
the larger notion expression. The 
notion is that the problems—recla- 
mation, flood control, navigation 
and power—should at this time be 
rolled into one large problem and its 
solution undertaken. 

Plans Descent of Streams. 

He is not certain that dams will 
accomplish the end, but he proposes 
to seek what will. He told the writ- 
er, a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
who visited him in Detroit this week, 
that he would begin his definite ac- 
quaintance with the problem next 
month, when he expected to begin a 
descent of the river at Minneapolis, 
going as far south as Memphis, or as 
far as a two weeks’ journey would 
take him. e 

“T know ‘the river is there wait- 
ing.” he said. “This thing can be 
done. I want to find out how.” 

The reporter sought Ford because 
of a’report that had reached St. 
Louis that he had interested himself 
in the Mississippi River. The inter- 
view took place in an office at Dear- 
born, about 15 miles from Detroit 
and, near Ford's residence. The of- 
fice formerly was the office for a 
temporary tractor plant whiclr. Ford 
established at Dearborn and later 
abandoned. He now uses the office 
as a retreat from the hundreds who 
geek him at other plants. 


The interview was quite lengthy.

SAFE BLOWINGS 
AND ONE BURGLARY 


Five-Time Convict Was Pre- 
paring to Rob Drug Store 
Again When Caught in His 
Candy Store. 


ESCAPED ONCE AS 
PATROL WAGON CAME 


Was Not Alarmed When He 
Blew Safe in the School 
for the Blind and Ob- 
tained $100. 


Fred Connors (New York Blackie), 
47-year-old safe blower and five- 
time convict, who was cuptured 
Thursday night in the candy and 
notion store which he conducted at 
1714 North Taylor avenue as a 
“blind” to his operations in St. Louis, 
yesterday admitted responsibility for 
five safe blowings and one burglary 
which heretofore have been un- 
solved by the police. 


The safe-blowings were those at 
the Free Laundry, 5576 Easton ave- 
nue on Sept. 14, 1920, nothing ob- 
tained; Mathis Fish Co., 2700 Frank- 
lin avenue, Sept. 27, 1920, nothing; 
Agnes Coal Co., 6012 South 
Broadway, Oct. 5, 1920, $720; West 
4325 Finney avenue.

March 5, 1921, 
The burglary was that on 
May 18, 1921, of the Huger Drug 
Co. at Grand and North Market 
street, where he obtained $9.50. 

Confessions Surprise Police. 

Connors surprised the police when 
he entered into a detailed discus- 
sion of his operations in St. Louis. 
They expect beginners and youthful 
criminals to confess, but declare 
that loquaciousness on the part of 
an old hand, such as Connors, who 
has himself declared that he worked 
alone to maintain absolute secrecy, 
is unusual. 

Connors, during his talk, made 
use of slang and vernacular new to 
the police. He referred to a safe as 
a “Johnson,” and explained that it 
was a term used for identification 
p*rposes among safeblowers who re- 
fer to themselves as “Johnson boys.” 
He illustrated uses of the terms by 
saying that if a safeblower met any 
person whom he thought he recog- 
nized as a safeblowér the “feel- 
ing-out” salut..tion would be: “Have 
you seen Johnson?’’ Connors re- 
ferred to nitroglycerin as “midnight 
julep” and called his expedition 
about the city studying the scenes 
of intended operations “‘scout duty.” 

At the opening of a conversation 
with Chief of Detectives Hoagland 
he appeared morose and sullen, but 
began to consider the probability of 
his conviction under the habitual 
criminal act, the penalty for which 
is life imprisonment. He mentioned 
in this connection, the fact that he 
had served five prison sentences. 
Chief Hoagland also told him fthat 
his wife had been talking, referring 
to an interview with Mrs. Lorna 
Connors, which the Post-Dispatch 
printed exclusively yesterday and re- 
prints today.

May 18 last, ransacked and $9.59 
stolen. 

“TI liked the dump so well,” Con- 
nors remarked, “that I put it down 
on my list for a return visit.’

The Post-Dispatch has_ received 
the following letter from a Missourl 
farmer, calling attention to thse 
plight of the farmer that has com@ 


with lower prices for his products 
and higher freight rates: 

St. Clair, Mo., May 26, 1921. 
Editor Post-Dispatch: 

That you may have some direct 
information as to the kind of deal 
the farmer is getting, I am send- 
ing you herewith some vouche 
which speak for themselves. 

The first one was for a veal 
calf, 30 days old. (Two gallons 
milk per day at 25 cents a gal- 
lon, or $15.) You will see by the 
voucher the calf. brought $8.25. 
Of this, the railroad company took 
$1.98, leaving me $6.27. The next 
was for a calf 40 days old. (Two 
gallons milk a day at 25 cents . 
gallon, or $20.) The calf brought 
$10.63. Of this the railroad took 
$2.27, leaving me $8.35. In other 
words, the railroad is taking about 
one-fourth of the market price for 
a 52-mile haul. 

The other voucher was fot a 
five-gallon can of cream, which 
brought $3.08; transportation was 
$2.00, leaving me $1.08 for 14 
pounds of butter fat. 

How much longer can we farm- 
ers stand this? Respectfully,

Vouchers attached to the letter 
verify the statements regarding the 
prices received for the calves and the 
cream. 

For the benefit of the city dweller 
it may be stated that Lay’s reference 
to milk at 25 cents a day for the 
calves which he sold is to what it 
cost him to raise the calves, $15 in 
the first instance and $20 in the sec- 
ond. With this conservative view of 
the expense, which, of course, does 
not take into account small items 
which might be classed under the 
urban “overhead,” Farmer Lay lost 
$8.73 on the first calf, and $11.65 on 
the second.

LONDON, May 28.—The Cabinet 
has decided to send large re-enforce- 
ments to Ireland and it is rumored 
that new measures are to be adopted 
against the Republican forces in the 
South and West, according to an an- 
nouncement by the London Times 

“The Government’s policy for 
sterner repression of the criminal el- 
ements in Ireland,” as it is phrased 
in authoritative quarters, involves 
the strengthening of the crown 
forces in Iteland. / , | 

There is some likelihood of the 
extension of martial law to the whole 
of Ireland except Ulster, but the in- 
itiative rests with Gen. Sir Nevil 
Macready, the Military Commander 
of Ireland. It was officially stated 
today that the reinforcements to be 
sent will be considerably less thaa 
50,000 in number. 

The reported decision of the Govern- 
ment to increase the troops in Ire- 
land is the subject of various ru- 
mors. Newspaper versions of the sit- 
uation differ considerably, the most 
striking story being that of the 
Daily Sketch. rae 

Martial Law Mentioned. 

Among the objects attributed to 
the Government by the Daily Sketch 
are the establishment of martial law 
throughout the whole of Ireland, a 
system of blockhouses such as the 
late Field Marshal Kitchener adopt- 
ed in South Africa and wide military 
operations in combination with the 
navy around the coast to afford 
greater precautions against the entry 
of persons and goods. 

The Daily Mail asserts that garri- 
son tro@ps abroad which can be 
spared dare being brought home to re- 
lease troops in England for service

One version of the situation is that 
the augmentation of forces concerns 
special constables and Black and 
Tans, which may be followed by an 
increase in the troops.

Power Awaiting Development. 

Ford sees in a network of dams 
throughout the Mississippi Valley in- 
calculable horsepower that requires 
nothing but initial development. Hie 
sees that this power is not central- 
ized in any district or districts, but 
is spread over the entire valley in 
varying quantities, from’ large vol- 
ume as at Keokuk to little volume 
as on the Rouge—that wherever riv- 
ers, little or big, run there is power.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Organ- 
ization of the Stable Money League, 
designed to foster interest in and 
promote establishment of a system 
of preventing fluctuations in the 
buying power of the dollar, was 
completed here today by financial 
men and economists favoring the 
policy. 

A resolution was adopted pledg- 
ing its membership to work for the 
creation of a ‘“‘stable currency, with 
exchange value and purchasing pow- 
er not subject to violent fluctuations 
which disrupt the whole order of 
business and industry and remove 
the strongest incentive to human la- 
bor, thrift and efficiency.” 

Jeremiah W. Jenks, chairman of 
the board of the Alexander Hamil- 
ton Institute, was elected president. 

Fisher Chief Proponent. 

Prof: Irving Fisher of Yale Uni- 
versity, chief proponent of the plan 
for stabilizing money values; H. A. 
Wallace of Iowa and Robert D. 
Kent, Passaic, N. J., were among 
speakers who addressed the general 
meeting. Kent advocated a plan for 
the creation of a “commodity do!- 
lar” unit of currency forthe United 
States,- which would purchase a con- 
stant amount of goods, while Prof. 
Fisher urged a Goveranent pro- 
cedure for increasing the amount 
vf gold assigned to each dollar in 
case of rising prices, and decreasing 
it in periods of falling prices. 

“The immediate prospect is not of 
any prolonged depreciation, but, 
rather, of a prolonged appreciation 
of the dollar, similar to the move- 
ment after the Civil War,” Dr. 
Fisher said. “Under our present sys- 
tem, such a drain of gold as wea 
have every reason to fear in ensuing 
decades after, say, a year’s rebound 
of prices from their present low 
level, will mean falling prices, low 
profits, depression of trade, unem- 
ployment, and a new discontent, in 
which the luckless object of publie 
wrath will be the money lender and 
banker, although the real enemy will 
be the appreciating dollar.

Lott 
paid he remembered having refilled 
a prescription for Mrs. Ryan about 
the date of the tragedy, but could 
not say it was that night.. He said 
he did not recall ever having seen 
Chester before. 

Hagan testified that he had 
brought about the capture of Ches- 
ter through a decoy letter to which 
he had signed the, name of Joseph 
Aylward,. chief counsel for the de- 
fendant.

Dr. KellAs is well known for his 
climbs in the Himalayas and already 
early in this year has climbed Nar- 
sing and spent several nights at more 
than 20,000 feet on Kabru. He will 
this summer continue his valuable 
chemical and physical researches in 
questions of oxygen and blood pres- 
sures at great heights. 

A. F. Wollaston, with many inter- 
esting expedition to his credit, is 
botanist and zoologist of the expe- 
dition and is responsible for its 
health. Dr. Heron of the Indian 
Geological Survey, who is in charge 
of the geological work, has been lent 
by the department t y to solve 
geological problems awaiting the ex- 
plorer on the northern slopes of the 
Himalayas.

Party’s Transport Is 100 Mules. 

The principal transport of the ex- 
pedition consists of 100 mules lent 
by Lord Rawlinson, Commander in 
Chief of India, who takes great in- 
terest in the expedition. Each mule 
can carry a load of 160 pounds. 
Mules are by far the best and quick- 
est transportation in the mountains 
wherever paths are practicable. The 
mules were specially picked at Meer- 
ut, Amritsaf and Sialkot and are all 
Chinese and Tibetan mules accus- 
tomed to the rigors of the Tibetan 
climate. 

The drivers accompanying them 
are all hillmen from the Chamba 
Kangra Valley and other hill dis- 
tricts in Northern India. They have 
been doing long route marches everv 
day to get fit and in training for the 
har ork they will have to undergo 
on the Sikkim and Tibetan routes. 

The Government of India has 
done its utmost to help the expedi- 
tion in every way. Lord Reading 
takes the greatest personal interest 
in it and has subscribed 750 rupees 
towards the cost. All stores were 
admitted duty free and the railways 
carried them at half cost with the 
exception of the Darjeeling Hima- 
layan Railway, which most generous- 
ly carried the stores free of all 
charges.

Lord Ronaldshay, Governor ‘of 
Bengal, entertained the expedition 
right royally at Darjeeling and has 
done everything he possibly could to 
forward their needs and help them. 
Himself an experienced traveler in 
the remoter regions of Central Asia, 
Lord Ronaldshay knows our needs 
and takes the greatest interest in 
our affairs. If the burdens of office 
did not tie him down he would fain 
have taken part himself in the expe- 
dition. 

The actual start was made from 
the beautiful grounds of the Govern- 
ment House where all stores had 
been collected. Lord Ronaldshay’s 
staff was most obliging, giving every 
help, although their time was  al- 
ready fully occupied.

They ought, therefore, to prove use- 
ful. They are strong, sturdy fel- 
lows carrying a load of from 650 to 
60 pounds over the most precipitous 
country, but at great altitudes the 
loads are lightened from 30 to 40 


| pounds. 


Big-Footed Coolies Hard to Outfit. 
If they can, they prefer to carry 
their loads in a kind of basket made 
of bamboo and of the same shape 
as those used by peasants in South 
Tyrol. They have a great sense of 
humor and some of the broadest 
feet I ever saw. It has been with 
much difficulty, because of this pe- 
culiarity, that they have been fitted 
with boots. They are also provided 
with warm’ gloves, socks, under- 
clothing, woolen scarfs and blan- 
kets, as on the’ porter corps much 
depends for high level camps. 

With Mr. Wollaston are two Lep- 
cha collectors and skinners, who 
have already done good work in 
Sikkim. 

A very complete photographic 
equipment accompanies the expedi- 
tion and each camera can be used 
for telephotographic work. Every 
arrangement has been made for de- 
veldping the results on the spot in 
Tibet. 

Among other scientific instru- 
ments are a mercurial barometer of 
a pattern which only comes into ac- 
tion above 15,000 feet; also dupli- 
cate sets of aneroids which only be- 
gin to work above 15,000 and 20,- 
000 feet, respectively; maximum and 
minimum thermometers, solar radi- 
ation thermometers and boiling 
point apparatus. All instruments 
were.carefully tested at the National 
Physical Laboratory before being 
sent out.

SUIT TOTEST AUTO 
UGENSE TAX LAN 
APPROVED BY HYDE 


Litigation, Although Affect- 


ing Road Bond Issue, Not}, 


to Delay Calling of Special 


Session, Governor Says. 


FIVE POINTS RAISED 
AGAINST THE LEVY 


Object Is to Get Decision if 
Possible Before August, 
When an Amendment to 
Constitution Is to Be Sub- 
mitted.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 28.— 
Gov. Hyde tonight admitted that 
the mandamus suit filed in the Su- 
preme Court today by State Senator 
Irwin of Jefferson City, attacking 
the validity of the motor vehicle li- 
cense law, was drawn with the Gov- 
ernor’s approval. 

He declared that the purpose of 
the action is to test the validity of 
the law and to obviate, if possible, 
the necessity for submitting at the 
August election a _ constitutional 
amendment proposed by the recent 
Legislature, which would incorporate 
in the Constitution a specific pro- 
vision authorizing automobile li- 
censes as now required. The present 
law was enacted, under the police 
power of the Stale, and not under 
its taxing powers. 

Object of Test Case. 

Should the automobile license law 
be held invalid, it would cut the 
ground from under the $60,000,000 
road bond issue, which under a con- 
stitutional amendment is to be tak- 
en up, if issued, by receipts from the 
Sale of automobile licenses. Hyde 
said if the court decision should be 
adverse, a fight then could be made 
for the constitutional amendment 
dealing with the subject; if favora- 
ble, the Legislature at its special 
session then could repeal its propo- 
sal and eliminate the expense of sub- 
mitting the proposed amendment. 

Many advocates of road legisla- 
tion had feared that the filing of 
this suit was a Republican partisan 
expedient to provide an excuse for 
again postponing the calling of a 
special session of the Legislature 
which Hyde originally promised _ to 
call the last week in April or the 
first week in May, but which he has 
postponed about five times, each 
time expressing: various reasons. 
Hyde said, however, that the suit 
will not be allowed to delay the call- 
ing of the session, which he now has 
determined shall begin Tuesday, 
June 14. The last date set by him 
was June 6. He declared tonight, 
however, that he will issue the proc- 
lamation next Tuesday. 

A decision. in the automobile l- 
cense law case is not anticipated 
before the latter part of the sum- 
mer. 

Special Assignment Possible. 

Chief Justice Walker said today 
that the court, if it so desired, could 
the next time it meets, assign the 
case to one of the Judges for im- 
mediate attention and that the speed 
with which the opinion is written 
would depend on how many other 
cases that judge already is consid- 
ering. He said that Hyde and Irwin 
had been to see him about the 
case? but that he told them to “file 
it and then we would see.” 

Irwin proceeded today to tender, 
$1 to the automobile department 
of the Secretary of State’s office, in 
return for which he demanded auto- 
mobile license plates for a truck 
belonging to D. C. McClung, former 
warden of the state penitentiary.

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CHRIS SCHAWAGKER 
STRICKEN IN AUTO, DIES 


Professional Bondsman, 70, Col- 
lapses When on Way to Ball 
Game—wWife Died April 26. 


Chris Schawacker, 70 years old, of 
2800 Russell avenue, undertaker and 
professional bondsman, died at his 
home at 7:15 p. m. yesterday after 
having been stricken with heat pros- 
tration while on his way in his auto- 
mobile to the Browns’ baseball game. 
A policeman who observed his condi- 
tion took him to a physician's office 
and later he was sent home. Death 
occurred a few minutes after he 
reached home. 

He was born in Hesse-Nassau, 
Germany, and came to St. Louis with 


-his parents in 1860. In 1878 he es- 


tablished a livery and undertaking 
business which is still conducted at 
414 South Third street in his name. 
For several years the business -Ras 
been managed by his son, James 
Davis Schwacker. 

He was well known around the 
criminal courts, having signed bonds 
for many persons accused of crime. 
His activities in this respect somc- 
times brought him into conflict witn 
the Judges. 

‘Schawacker often went to great 
lengths to find persons who had 
jumped their bonds and caused him 
to pay forfeitures. . In this connec- 
tion an incident which occurred 
some years ago in the Federal Court 
is recalled. Schawacker had signed 
a bond for an Austrian alien, who, 
after a preliminary hearing before a 
United States Commissioner, was 
bound over to await the action of a 
grand jury. The alien thought the 
hearing was a trial and the fact that 
he was not imprisoned led him to be- 
lieve he had been acquitted of the 
charge against him. 

Soon after the hearing he de- 
cided to return to Austria ‘and did 
so. Later a grand jury indicted him 
and when he failed to respond 
Schawacker was made to pay the 
court $1500. The bondsman. em- 
ployed a private detective agency to 
find the alien and paid the expenses 
of a detective to go to Austr to 
bring back the fugitive. The bond 
forfeiture was not set aside and the 
defendant went to trial and was ac- 
quitted by a jury. 

Schawacker was active in Repub- 
lican politics some years -go and 
served in the old House of D-»'e- 
gates from 1883 to 1885. He was 
Superintendent of . .Streets’ under 
Mayor Ziegenhein. 

He is survived by his son, James, 
and a daughter, Mrs. George E. 
Cobb. His wife died April 26. They 
had been married more than 60 
years. Thé funeral will be held 
Tuesday afternoon, with burtal sm» 
Bellefontaine Cemetery.

Washington University took sixth 
place in the meet with 15 ™points, 
which by the way is a new record 


for the Pikeway in Valley competi- 
tion. The local institution scored 13 
points in the first M. V. C. meet in 
1908 and since then has been shoot- 
ing at that mark. 
Their success at bettering the old 
mark is mainly due _ to Richard 
Kremer, ’21, captain of the track 
squad, who took first in the discus 
and second in the shot-put for eight 
points. Kremer set the only rec- 
ord of the 1921 meet in capturing th> 
discus with a toss of 133 feet 4 
inches. This is two feet four inches 
better than the old mark which he 
established last year.

Paulu’s ability to 
win the races is most unusual as he 
is a mediocre starter. Thirty yards 
from the start of the 100, he was 
back in rear; but it was then that 
he shot to the lead as if propelled by 
an artificial force. In the 220 he 
was pushed by Woestemeyer of Kan- 
sas, but the Jayhawker slowed down 
at the 200-yard mark and was passed 
by Smith of Nebraska. 

Wright did as he was expected to 
do in high hurdles and won in a 
walk. At the half-way mark he was 
almost a hurdle ahead of his near- 
est opponent. Besides doing this he 
unexpectedly took the low hurdles 
from Cc.

“Concentration” on the ball is 
the one thing that is most con- 
stantly preached by. writers and 
instructors. . 

Now, let us, in imagination, try 
to carry out these instructions. 

We put the ball in its proper 
place, which physically is on the’ 
tee. Then we proceed to.put it, 
mentally, which is the important 
matter, into a totally wrong and 
unwarrantably exalted position of 
importance. 

We “fix it’ with our “cagle eye.” 
We glare upon it. We concentrate 
our great mental’ efforts on it. 
Mentally we fiercely inform it what 
we are going to do to it, and all 
the time we remain in a condition 
of sublime unconsciousness that, 
until the club hits it, the ball is 
the only inert, motionless and con- 
stant factor in the golf swing. 

Then why devote so much at- 
tention to something that never 
varies? If any one thinks that 
he can do anything by trying to 
hypnotize the ball with his gimlet 
gaze, let him put down a ball and 
train his beady optic on it and 


ly servant, and not a tyrant. 
mentally, is that it is merely an ad- 
Many golfers make 


wait for results. These will come 
in due course, in the way of eye 
strain and muscular paralysis, 
before anything serious happens 
to the ball, unless the would-be 
mesmeriser condescends to shift 
his tremendous mentality to the 
vital part of the stroke, which 
must proceed from his own honor- 
able anatomy. 

A very little reflection will con- 
vince any thoughtful player, that 
the concentration that is claimed 
for the little inanimate sphere can 
be more profitably used in the liv- 
ing mechanism that produces the 

stroke. If the swing be properly 
produced the ball will always be 
in the way of the clubhead and it 
will, of course, have to get out of 
it and on towards the hole. In 
short, the ball is actually only an 
incident in the swing of the club. 

Harry Vardon says that he can 
drive as well with his cyes shut as 
when he is looking at the ball. I 
have seen Hayes, some time pro- 
fessional at Newport, address his 
ball, shut his eyes, turn his face 
skyward and, in this manner, re- 
peatedly make drive after drive 
-with the greatest accuracy. 

Now, mind, I am not advocating 
blindfold golf, but I am advocat- 
ing some sense of proportion as 
regards the importance—or rather 
the unimportance—of the golf ball 
in the golf stroke.

BOSTON, May 28.—A _ Cornell 
‘varsity eight stroked from the port 
side, defeated a Harvard ‘varsity 
crew stroked from starboard, today 
in the annual regatta between these 
colleges, contested on the Charles 
River basin.

Charles T. Jones Says Man 
Who Does Not Try to Bet- 


and Employer Who Fails 
to Promote Deserving Em- 
ploye Harm Themselves. 


Charles T. Jones, who is general 
manager of the National Stockyards, 
East St. Louis,

—a method of living and working 
which, he thinks, will bring success 
as it has to him. Two sentences in 
his expression of that method are: 
“The man who fails to do every- 
thing in his power to better the 


business of his employer is harm- 
ing himself. The more his busi- 
ness expands the greater the op- 
portunity for the employe.” 
“Employers who fail to increase 
the salaries of their employes as 
they deserve increases and who 
fail tos*advance them to higher 
and more responsible positions as 
they show qualifications are doing 
an injustice to themselves, their 
business and their employes.” 

Jones superintended the erection 
of the National Stockyards when he 
was 19 years old in 1871 and made 
such a good job of it that the com- 
pany persuaded him to remain in its 
employment, though he was intend- 
ing to return east to take up other 
work as a carpenter and builder. 
He was placed in charge of the hog 
department. Subsequently he  be- 
came superintendent of the yards 
and in 1899 was made general man- 
ager. 

Was Apprentice of Contractor. 

In 1870 Jones was an apprentice 
of a Buffalo contractor and assisting 
him in the construction of sheep 
barns in East Buffalo in which the 
New York Central Railroad had a 
financial interest. Jones’ employer 
died during the progress of the work 
and the railroad financiers asked 
Jones to look about for a man who 
could finish the job. He convinced 
them that he could finish the job 
himself and did so successfully that 
when the same financial interests be- 
gan the erection of the East St. Louis 
yards, Jones was sent on to do the 
job. 

Jones arrived in East St. Louis 
June 11, 1871, and the following day 
was present at the cornerstone lay- 
ing of the National Hotel. He built 
the yards, then began to boss the 
handling of hogs. , 

“However,” he _ said, “the title 
‘boss’ 50 years ago usually involved 
doing most of the work. 

“We had no eight-hour day then. 
I was frequently awakened in the 
middle of the night, in cold or rainv 
weather, to go into the vards to as- 
sist in unloading hogs which had 
been brought to the yards by some 
railroad. I did not think that I was 
being imposed upon, or overworked, 
or thought I was entitled to time an3J 
a half for overtime, for my chief 
ambition was to do everything in 
my power to make the business a 
success and profitable to my employ- 
ers. I did not have any idea that I 
would remain with the company 59 
years. It was simply my desire to 
give compléte satisfaction while in 
the company’s employ. 

‘‘Recreation” Unheard of. 

“Reereation, which we hear so 
much about nowadays, was unknown 
then. We took especial delight in 
telling how much work we had ac- 
complished in a given amount of 
time. East St. Louis had no theaters, 
and the only way to reach the 
amusement places in St. Louis was 
by ferry. I don't believe I attended 
a theater twice in a year. The 24- 
hour day was usually spent in work, 
eating and sleeping, and frequently 
we spent but little time on the last 
two ‘recreations.’ 

‘The young fellows of today are 
not like the young fellows when I 
was one of them. The motto today 
appears to be to do as little work, 
for the most money, in the shortest 
time. 

“I never have asked for an _in- 
crease in wages, and have never 
asked for a change of vocation, but 
apparently my superiors were watch- 
ing me, for after a comparatively 
short time as manager of the hog 
department, I was promoted to the 
position of foreman of the yards, 
with an increase tin salary. Then I 
became general timekeeper, and 
then assistant to the superintendent, 
taking the position of superintend- 
ent in 1877, and was appointed gen- 
eral manager in 1899. 

Offered Many Other Positions. 

“During the 50 years I have been 
offered a large number of other po- 
sitions by individuals or firms en- 
gaged in similar or different lines 
of business. I don’t think I made 
a mistake in declining all these, and 
remaining with the stockyards com- 
pany here. Some of the offers made

were very attractive, but they did 
not prove as successful as antici- 
pated. 

“My principal idea was to ad- 
vance, not alone myself, but the in- 
terests of my employers. In remain- 
ing with the stockyards company I 
decided it was to my advantage be- 
cause my employers and the people 
with whom I came in contact are 
to my liking, and my employers 
have always treated me in a man- 
ner which has caused me to use 
every atom of endeavor in my make- 
up, physically, mentally and socially 
for their interests. As I continued 
in the business I made investments 
with money saved, and have finan- 
cial interests here in the yards—the 
bank and other places—which serve 
to bind me closer to the stockyards 
and kindred interests. 

Started at 50 Cents a Day. 

“When I started working as a car- 
penter’s apprentice I received 50 
cents a day. That didn’t give me 
much opportunity to save, but as I 
advanced, I made it a point to save 
something out of each pay, which 
developed into a fund, and invested 
carefully, is serving its purpose to 
my advantage. 

“Too many of the young men of 
today figure in letting the future 
take cfre of itself. They should re- 
member that they must look after 
their own interests. Nobody else will 
do it, and while a man is healthy, 
young and active, and capable of 
earning a salary, he can easily refrain 
from spending it all. Put aside a 
sum each week, and without de- 
priving themselves of anything that 
they really need, they will be able 
to accumulate money, which invest- 
ed in safe enterprises, will aid them 
when they need financial aid. 

Opportunities Great. 

“The opportunities for the young 
man of today are greater than ever 
in the history of the world. A young 
man should find ‘himself. Discover 
what line of business or endeavor he 
desires to follow, and then when he 
is sure he «is right, go in to work 
himself up to the top, regardless of 
hours or pay, and let the employer 
decide as to his value. 

“IT show no partiality among th» 
employes here, the poorest paid em- 
ploye, and the man engaged in the 
commonest of labor, are accorded 
the same audience with me on any 
grievance or anything else on which 
they desire to-consult me. 

“IT know my employes by name. I 
speak to each one of them in a 
manner which, I believe, maintains 
that friendly feeling which should 
prevail in any working organization. 
The men do not hesitate to speak to 
me. I go among them, and in this 
manner I am able to judge _ the 
workmen. I never show partfality, 
never treat one better than the oth- 
er. 

Reaches Office Before Employes. 

“T always. make it a practice to 
get to the office before the other em- 
ployes. When I worked in other de- 
partments of the yards, and had to 
start work at 7 a. m., was always 
there before that hour. I don’t re- 
call ever being late. Now I am at 
the office before 8 a. m., although it 
is not ‘necessary for me to get to 
the office at that time. I always 
like to be here when the employes 
come. The example may serve to 
instill promptness among the em- 
ployes, at any rate it does no harm, 
and I feel better. 

“My success in remaining in the 
employment of one concern 50 years, 
causes me to believe that such a 
method is a good way to make a 
success. Of course the employer 
and employe must be satisfied with 
each other, and both must work to- 


gether for mutual success.”

C, OF C. OPPOSES SUBMISSION 
OF POLITICAL BILLS IN AUGUST 


The board “Ol directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce Friday ap- 
proved a resolution recommended by 
the chamber’s Committee on State 
Legislation opposing the submission 
at the special election in August of 
any question except whether a con- 
stitutional convention shall be held, 
and the proposed constitutional 
amendments removing the disquali- 
fication of women as office holders 
and perfecting the road bond issue 
amendment. 

Reports from Jefferson City have 
indicated that Gov. Hyde may ask 
to have submitted at the election a 
referendum on bills which he ex- 
pects to have passed at a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature if the meas- 
ures consolidating State depart- 
ments, passed at the regular session, 
are prevented from going into effect 
by the filing of referendum petitions. 
It is the administration idea that if 
the referendum petitions are filed, 
the Legislature can repeal the laws 
affected, and re-enact them with di- 
rections that they be referred to a 
vote at the special session. Under 
the petitions they cannot be voted on 
until Nov, 1922. 

By its resolution the Chamber of 
Commerce-has joined with the New 
Constitutional Association in oppos- 
ing submission of other questions on 
the ground that they might inter- 
fere with a proper popular expres- 
sion on the subject of a new Consti- 
tution.

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AMERICAN LEGION’S ETIQUETTE 
OF FLAG FOR DECORATION DAY 


In Raising or Lowering the Stars 
and Stripes It Must Never Be 
Allowed to Touch Ground. 

By the Associated Press. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 28 — 


Etiquette of the Mlag, which requires 
that pedestrians shall halt, uncover 
and face the Colors when they are 
borne past, have been announced 
h-:e by the State headquarters of 
the American Legion, as part of the 
preparation for Decoration day, next 


Monday. 

The Legion’s Etiquette of the Flag 
follows: 

“The position of the flag. is aloft, 
from a pinnacle of a building, higher 


'than the furniture of a room, and 
| above the head of one carrying it. 


“The flag must not be -aised be- 
fore sunrise or remain up after sun- 
set. In raising or lowering the flag, 
it must never be allowed to touch 
the ground. 

“When the flag is raised formal- 
ly, all present should stand at at- 
tention with hand raised to forehead 
ready to salute. When the colors 
are passing on parade spectators, if 
walking, shall halt; if sitting, rise— 
and stand at attention. 

“The flag hung out of doors 
should always fly to the breeze, 
preferably from a pole, and should 
never be fastened to the side of a 
building, platform or scaffolding. 

“The flag shall never be placed 
below a person sitting. It should 
not be used as a cover for a table, 
desk or box, nor should anything 
be placed on it except it be a Bible. 
The flag should never be so placed 
that it will be struck by a gavel. 

“The flag should not be -vorn as 
part or the whole of a costume. 
When worn as a badge it should be 
small and pinned over the left breast 
or on the left coat lapel. 

“The flag should never be washed. 
When worn or torn it should be rev- 
erently burned. ”* 

“It is rorbidahea to deface, defile 
or cast contempt upon the flag by 
word or act. Any violation of this 
law is punishable by fine or impris- 
onment, or both. 

“By law in Illinois it is forbidden 
to place any word, picture design, 
drawing, or advertisement upon the 
United States or State flags. Like- 
wise it is forbidden to place any rep- 
resentation of the flag upon goods 
for sale. 

“A statute provides that those in 
charge of public buildings and in- 
stitutions shall display a flag at least 
four by eight feet on legal holidays 
and such other days as they may de- 
termine,” 


BODY OF MAN FOUND IN WEEDS 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS SUBURB 


Two Bullet Wounds in Head and 
Coroner Says Death Occurred 
a Week Ago. 

The body of an unidentified man, 
about 50 years old, was found yes- 
terday afternoon in weeds near the 
tracks of the Alton & Southern 
Railroad at Washington Park, a 
suburb of East St. Louis.

VESNITCH. JUGO-SLAV 


LEADER, DIES IN PARKS 


Former Premier and Minister 
to France Married Ameri- 
can Woman. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 28.—Dr. Milenko f®. 
Vesnitch, former Jugo-Slav Premier 
and Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
lately Jugo-Slav Minister to France, 
died here today. 

In 1906 he married Mrs. Blanche 
Ulman of New York. 

Dr. Vesnitch, who was one of the 
signers on behalf of Jugo-Slavia of 
the peace treaty of Versailles, had 
a long career as diplomatist and 
Statesman. 

Entered Serbian Cabinet. 
Early in the European war he en- 
tered the Serbian Cabinet, serving as 
Minister of Finance and later repre- 
sented Serbia at various allied con- 
ferences in Paris and elsewhere... In 
1917 he headed.the Serbian mission 
to the United States, delivering ad- 
dresses in the Senate and House of 
Representatives in Washington and 
after the armistice was named Jugo- 
Slav delegate to the peace confer- 
ence in Paris. 

He was on, terms of intimacy with 
President Wilson during the peace 
conference and when‘“the President 
was chosen chairman of the commis- 
sion to draft the League of Nations 
covenant, he selected Dr. Vesnitch as 
one of the members of the commis- 
sion. 

The Serbian member took an im- 
portant part in drafting the coven- 
ant and at one of*the critical phases 
was designated with Lord Robert Ce- 
cil and Premier Venizelos, to settle 
some of the difficulties that had 
threatened to be insurmountable. 

Helped Settle Fiume Dispute. 

In the Fiume contest, Dr. Vesnitch 
took the lead in supporting the Jugo- 
Slav claims and it was largely 
through his influence and that of 
M. Trumbitch, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, that President Wilson sought 
to reconcile the issue along the lines 
of Jugo-Slavia’s contentions. 

It was because of his firm and une 
yielding attitude on the Fiume ques¢ 
tion that Dr. Vesnitch became Miné4 
ister of Foreign Affairs of Juro< 
Slavia and later joined in drafting 
and signing the final agreement 
which settled the long-pending 
Fiume controversy.

TOLEDO, O., May 28.—Elsie Grie- 


der Weber, 19 years old, a bride, ac- 
cused of attempting ta poison her 
wealthy father and mother, her two 
sisters and three brothers, expects “uv 
be out of the Fulton County jail .e- 
fore Sunday morning. 

Emil Grieder, the father, visited 
her today in her cell and, when h» 


left, the girl was in tears. The 
father is still weak from the effects 
of his illess of last Saturday when 
he ate part of a slice of bread on 
which the authorities believe poiso 
had been placed. His son-in-law, 
Arthur Weber, charged jointly with 
tris wife of a wholesale poison at- 
tempt, also visited the jail. He 
promised to get sureties today for 
the $5000 bond necessary to take his 
‘wife home. His father put up bond 
in a like amount to release Weber. 

In the meantime Dr. R. C. Long- 
fellow, in Toledo, has several sam- 

les of food taken from the Grie- 

er table for analysis. The authori- 
ties suspect a phosphorus poison had 
been placed in the coffee pot and 
tea kettle, mixed with ground cof- 
fee, sugar, salc and flour in the 
Grieder cupboard and dropped in 
‘the vinegar and cider barrel in the 
cellar. Other food had been sprin- 
‘kled with a white powder and a 
pamphlet from a package of rat po!l- 
son was found in a cupboard. 

Prosécutor Canfield is awaiting the 
chemist's report, and the preliminary 
hearing of the pair before Justice L. 
H. Guilford Wednesday was  post- 
poned until June 2. 

Denial by Prisoner. * 

Elsie Weber denied any knowledgu 
of the attempt to poison her kin- 
folk. She first heard of it, she said, 
when she was summoned by tele- 
phone Saturday night. 

“I never had any trouble with my 
parents,” she says, “‘and beside I can 
account for every moment of Satur- 
day when the time comes to tell a 
jury. Why, my father never pun- 
ishe.” me in his life. He bought me 
the piano and when Art and I were 
married in March, he turned one of 
his farms over to us and has been 
helping us ever since until we can 
get in our first crop. It is a story 
someone has made up about Arthur 
and me,” 

Elsie Weber and her husband, 

who is only 22, had been sweet- 
hearts for a long time before they 
were married. She is a pronouncei 
blonde,- with flax-colored hair that 
won't, as she says, ‘“‘keep its curl.’

20-Year-Old Girl, Wedded to Fred Connors, 
Safeblower, Says She Would Fix Lunch for 
Him to Take on Early Morning “Jobs.” 


Mrs. Lorna Connors, 20 years old 
and almost blind, has given a re- 
markable account of her experi- 
ences in the last 15 months as the 


wife of Fred Connors, 47 years old, 
safeblower and former convict who 
Was captured Fhursday night at the 
candy and notion store at 1714 North 
Taylor avenue which he had oper- 
ated as a ‘‘blind’’ since last October, 
while committing safe robberies in 
St. Louis. Dynamite and nitrogly- 
cerin were found hidden there. 

The young bride, totally blind 
when deprived of her glasses, told 
of cruel treatment by the safeblow- 
er and recounted how he would hide 
her eyeglasses and lock her in the 
explosive-stored house when he went 
out in the daytime and make her'sit 
by his bedside to awaken him at a 
given hour when he went out at 
night to crack safes. 

Mrs. Connors’ parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frederick Wells, are both blind. 
They recently moved from Cuba, 
Mo., to St. James, Mo. Her mother, 
who has been in St, Louis a week, 
was with her in a room back of the 
Taylor avenue store Friday after- 
noon when she told of her experi- 
ences, which were published in de- 
tail in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. 

Mrs. Connors told of meeting Con- 
nors for the first time in July, 1919, 
when she obtained work as a pantry 
girl at the Jefferson Hotel. Connors 
was a night elevator man there. They 
were married - Féb;.. 23, 1920, she 
said, and went to live at 103 North 
Twelfth street, Not long after this, 
she said, Connors revealed to her 
that he was a safeblower, but in- 


ing he had changed his ways and 
needed someone like her to keep him 
straight. 
Lived at Various Places. 
In turn, they lived at Eleventh 
and Salisbury streets, Ninth and Sal- 


Missouri avenue, 113 North Sarah 
street and 2819 Dickson street. She 
said he did not keep dynamite and 
burglar tools until after they moved 
to the Dickson street address. 

After telling how her husband 
apparently subsisted for a time on 
odd jobs and on money borrowed 
from her parents, she told of his de- 
parture from his promise te “zo 
straight.” When they were hungry 
last June, she said, he would gz0 out 
in the morning and steal bread from 
boxes and milk from doorsteps and 
sometimes their only food for days 
would be bread and milk. 

Once, she said, he came home 
with bread, butter. and several dol- 
lars in pennies, which he said he had 
stolen from a Kroger store. Coming 
to the period of their married. life 
when there were indications that he 
was committing more serious crimes 
Mrs. Connors said: 

“On Veiled Prophet’s night last 
year, he locked me in the house and 
went out. This was Oct. 5. When 
he came back he seemed to havé 
plenty of money. He sent stamps to 
my folks to.pay postage on some of 
our goods which, he .wanted them to 
send him. From that time we had 
more to eat. On Oct. 25 last he 
bought the stock of the Taylor ave- 
nue store for $260 cash and agreed 
to pay $13 a month rent for the 
store and rooms. He bought a play- 
er-piano on time payments. 

“Shortly after we moved to Tay- 
lor avenue he made ‘soup’ (nitro- 
glycerin) in the kitchen. 

“IT asked him what he was doing 
and he said: ‘I’m making soup. It’s 
bad stuff and might give you a 
headache.’ He made me stay out of 
the kitchen while the ‘soup’ was 
cooking. About the same time he 
took up :~part of the kitchen floor and 
put sticks of dynamite under it 
where the policemen found them 
Thursday night. After that he 
wouldn’t let me scrub the kitchen 
floor, fearing I might wet the dy- 
namite and spoil it. 

Always Carried Revolver. 

“We didn’t do much business in 
the store. He would open it be- 
tween 7 and 8 a. m. Whenever he 
went out he would lock the doors 
and put up a sign which ~-tfead: 
‘Closed; Back Soon.’ He always car- 
ried a revolver, even if he only 
stepped out into the yard. 

“The only time he would let me 
out of the house was around the

middle of each month when he went 
downtown to pay bills. He would 
keep me dodging into doorways 
to avoid policemen and detec- 
tives. When he woulg see detectives 
on the street he would say: ‘There's 
a couple of ‘dicks. He was always 
boasting that the detectives were his 
friends and that they respected him 
for his skill as a safeblower, but I 
noticed he was always anxious to 
avoid them. Sometimes when I was 
downtown with him lI felt so tired of 
the way I was living that I thought 
of throwing myself in front of an 
automobile and, getting badly kurt 
so they would take me to the hps- 
pital where I would be away from 
him. 

“T was always afraid of him. He 
often told me that if I tried to leave 
the house he would fill me full of 
lead. Every night he would go to 


bed early and he would make me sit 


up so I could wake him at 2 or 3 


o'clock in the morning to start out 
on a job. I would give him a lunch 
and he would take his bag of tools 
and go out. Sometimes he would 
come back in a shrt time and say 
there was ‘too much moon’ or ‘the 
coppers were too thick’ or he had 
found a place that didn’t have 4g 
‘chest,’ meaning safe. 

“One day about dawn he came in 
with tears in his eyes and said he 
had shot a man. He said he thought 
the man was a ‘copper.’ I asked if 
he had killed the man and he said: 
I don’t know. We'll have to wait 
and see the newspapers.’ I suggested 
that we send some money to. the 
man’s folks, but he said we didn’t 
have any more money than we 
needed. 

“He always,.carried his tools in a 
flowered bag which he made him- 
self from some portiere goods which 
had been left here when we moved 
in. He also put a lining of this 
goods in his overcoat pocket. One 
morning about two months ago he 
came home without his bag, tools, 
overcoat and hat. He was wearing a 
new cape which he said he had got 
by breaking a store window after 
policemen had chased him off a safe 
robbery job. 

Tells of Deluding Police. 

“He said he was on the roof ofa 
building where he was going to blow 
a safe when he heard policemen rat- 
tling the door and snooping around 
the building. He told me that he pre- 
tended he was a policeman’ and 
leaned over the roof and pointed, 
saying, “There he goes’. The police- 
men, he said, followed his directions 
and chased an imaginary thief, while 
he jumped to the roof of another 
building and got away. 

“Thureday night, the night the de- 
tectives came here, and got him, he 
was going out on an early job. He

Bauer 
was putting bread in a box in the 
rear of the store when a man stepped 
from the doorway and shot him, It 
was found that an attempt had been 
made to blow open the safe in the 
store. Bauer, who has_ recovered, 
will be taken to see Connors in. an 
effort to identify him. 

The “job” on which the flowered 
tool bag, hat and overcoat were left 
behind was at the Missouri Packing 
Co. plant, 2734 Franklin avenue, 
March 14 last. Goods matching the 
bag and the overcoat pocket lining 
were found in Connors’ — after 
his arrest. 

To Detective Chief Seosaieni yes- 
terday Connors admitted the evi- 
dence was strong against him in the 
packing house case and later 
strengthened this admission by say- 
ing that he fled from the packing 
house roof when he heard the “‘rum- 
ble,” meaning the sound of a po- 
liceman trying the door. Investiga- 
tion showed that an effort had been 
made to blow the packing house 
safe. 

Mrs. Connors, in her recital of her 
experiences, said Connors told her 
he had twice escaped from prison, 
once by knocking down a guard and 
once by scaling a wall with a ladder.

Open Split in. Committee Re- 
ported Over Chemical, Cotton, 
Wool and Silks Schedules.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Repub- 
lican members of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, preparing a 
final draft of the general tariff bill, 
are said tonight to be at odds over 
four importart schedules in the 
measure. What is described as an 
open split has occurred in the writ- 
ing of schedules for chemical, cot- 
ton, wool and silks. 

Despite the lack of agreement on 
these schedules and the fact that 
some others have passed only ths 
subcommittee stage, Chairman Ford- 
ney holds to his prediction of June 
10 as the date of introduction. Some 
members of the committee, however, 
declare the House will not receive 
the measure short of Jun 20. 

The chemical schedule, it is said, 
has resulted in a continuation of the 
fight originating in the Senate 
against the further use of restric- 
tions, other than by tariff rates, on 
the importations of dyestuffs. Ford- 


his vigorous oppusition in the com- 
mittee to any plan savoring of an 
embargo, although he is willing to 
allow the application of his rates. 

The chemical provisions, it is un- 
derstood, have been put at the bot- 
tom of the list of schedules awaiting 
consideration. No indication is given 
when they will be taken up again, 
and but few members are said to 
feel that the mere passing over of 
the provisions will eliminate the sore 
spots already caused. 

Neither the subcommittee nor the 
full Republican membership has 
succeeded in establishing basic rates 
on the silk schedule, while sectional 
views are said to have been reflect- 
ed in the attempt to fix rates on cot- 
ton and its products. The New Eng- 
in the committee is 


on cotton products, claiming they 
are disproportionate to the rates on 
the raw products. 

Few members are willing to talk 
of the wool schedule, but it is learned 
that the division on wool] rates cen- 
tered around the same problem as 
those on cotton—disparity between 
the rates on the raw and manufac- 
tured products. 

ee drafts of the schea- 
ules on earthehware, paper sundries 
and minerals are understood to have 
been accepted by the majority mem- 
bers of the committee. 

Formal call for a caucus of House 
Republicans next Wednesday went 
out. today. The conference will dis- 
cuss and attempt to determine a 
party policy’ on the resolution of 
Representative Longworth of Ohio, 
which would make tariff duties car- 
ried by the general bill effective up- 
on the date of introduction in the 
House.

“Told in a Chinese’ Garden” 
Produced on Lawn at Home 
of Mrs. George T. Moore. 


Under a sun as boiling and lin- 
gering, though not so humorous, as 
the Mikado’s famous oil, a one-act 
play, “Told in a Chinese Garden,” 
by Constance Grenelle Wilcox, ra- 


ceived a privgte presentation yester- 
day afternoon in the grounds of the 
residence of Mrs. George T. Moore, 
wife of the director of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden. The performance 
was for the entertainment of mem- 
bers of the Town Club and their 
guests, and the audience consisted 
of several hundred women, to say 
nothing of three or four piteous 
males, who concealed their ignominy 
as,best they could beneath umbrel- 
las. 

As the gathering basked in the 
heat like a throng of salamanders— 
for there was almost no shade—one 
became aware of certain quaint ob- 
jects which outlined themselves 
against the cool blue shrubbery of 
the Botanical Garden. There was a 
pair of hairless iron dogs; behind 


them was a porcelain barrel, and at | 
one side, adorning the stairway de-| 
scending a terrace, banners of scar-| 
let silk and enormous fish, with 
goggling eyes, made of paper, 
flaunted their vivid hues as a breeze 
came and went. | 

Dogs Brought From China. 

The dogs, it proved, were brought 
from China by W. K. Bixby; the 
porcelain hogshead was imported 
from the Flowery Republic by Mrs. 
George O. Carpenter, and the fish, 
also of genuine Chinese fabrication, 
were loaned by Mrs. W. W. Boyd. 

All of the costumes worn by the 
principals were likewise of authentic 
Chinese weave. A beautiful garment 
of embroidered blue silk, worn by 
the heroine, was loaned by Mrs. Os- 
car Johnson; and another of blue 
and gold magnificence was provided 
by Bixby for Miss Lillie R. Ernst, 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools, 
who also, in the character of a 
Scribe, donned a formidable pair of 
mustachios and a baritone voice. 

The parts were assigned as fol- 
lows: Tai-Lo, a nobleman disguised 
as a gardener, Dr. Fred A. Jostes; 
Li-Ti, a Chinese maiden, Mrs. Ar- 
thur Proetz; Wang-Chu-Mo, her fa- 
ther, S. P. Goddard; Poa-Ting-Fang, 
her villainous suitor, Blanchard Mc- 
Kee, and a scribe, Miss Ernst. Minor 
parts were taken by Miss Charlotte 
Taussig and Mrs. Hermann von 
Schrenk, as governesses; William 
Douglas, as a guard, and about sev- 
en other as coolies. 


Details of the Plot. 

Li-Ti is affianced to Poa-Ting- 
Fang, whom she detests, because 
she has heard that he has committed 
murder and robbery to seize a for- 
tune. She had much rather linger 
among the flowers and listen to the 
handsome young gardener sing his 
songs and tell pretty fziry tales 
about the white and golden blooms. 
Thanks to the natural setting, the 
gardener had real flower beds in 
which to ply his trowel and real 
blossoms to clip for his basket of 
flowers. 

Poa-Ting-Fang loses in the garden 
his emerald ring, valued at a thou- 
sand silver mines. Recognizing in 
the gardener his own nephew, who 
had run away’to be a wandering 
minstrel, the rascally uncle accuses 
him of stealing the ring, and de- 
mands that the executioner be or- 
dered to do horrible things to the 
culprit. 

Now it is Li-Ti who has found 
the ring, and is keeping it secret be- 
cause she hopes her incensed suitor 
will refuse to marry her, having lost 
the gem in her father’s garden. But 
when it seems that Tai-Lo is about 
to be delivered over to the hang- 
man, she rushes forward and frees 
him by surrendering the emerald. 
Tai-Lo thereupon succeeds in prov- 
ing his identity, unmasks his uncle 
as a thief, and brings matters to a 
happy end.

The play abounds in the usual 
elaborate Chinese ceremonial and 
etiquette, and in high-flown quota- 
tions from the sages. Mrs. Proetz 
was charming as the heroine, and 
McKee rolled off his lines with res- 
onant and unctuous scoundrelism.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Exports 


to Europe and South America fell 
off; imports from South America 
were nearly $10,000,000 in excess of 
exports, foreign trade figures issued 
today by the Department of Com- 


merce disclosed. 

Exports to Europe totaled $174,- 
645,581, compared with $364,094,- 
160 in April last year, while imports 
aggregated $69,146,424 against 
$111,346,889. 

For the 10-months’ period ex- 
ports amounted to $3,053,515,328, 
compared with $4,184,087,642 a year 
ago, and imports $822,352,715 com- 
pared with $968,937,520. 

Exports to South America aggre- 
gated $20,717,814 last’. * month, 
against $4%,026,874 a year ago; im- 
ports, $30,535,087 against $76,007,- 
952. For the 10 months exports were 
$487,919,783 compared with $386,- 
418,623 last year; imports, $442,- 
246,673 against $716,373,697.

Picturesque Figure Among Busi- 
ness Men Dies at Summer 
Home at 77. 


The funeral of Alexander H. 
Handlap, 77 years old, president of 
the Handlan-Buck Manufacturing 
Co., whose death occurred at 1 a. m. 
yesterday at his summer home in 
Oconomowoc, Wis., will be held at 
9 a. m. tomorrow at fhe New Cathe- 
dral. The services will be conducted 
by the Rev. Father Francis Gilfil- 
lan, pastor of the parish, and a close 
friend of the Handlan family. 

Handlan had been in ill health for 


a year, suffering from heart trou- » 


ble. He left St. Louis in January 
for Florida winter resorts, where he 
remained until a month ago, when 
he arrived at Oconomowoc, ére 
his summer residence was one of the 
show places of the colony. 

He was one of the picturesque 
figures among the older generation 
of St. Louis business men. Starting 
52 years ago as a $75-a-monta clerk 
in the small concern of M, M. Buck, 
a dealer in railway lanterns, he be- 
came one of the largest maaufactur- 
ers of railway supplies in the West. 
His fortune made, he retired from 
active participation in the company’s 
affairs about 20 years ago, but al- 
ways had a keen interest in the busi- 
ness, and visited the office whenever 
he was in the city. 


His Start in Busin ess. 


*Two years ago, upon the fiftieth 
anniversary of his connection with 
the company, he related to repor- 
ters how he got his start in business. 
It was during the absence of Buck, 
who left the business in Handlan’s 
hands. During the two months that 
his employer was away, Handlan 
took in $40,000 worth of orders, 
which was more than the concern 
had done in two years. 

“When the boss got back,” said 
Handlan, “and found what I had 
done, he raised my salary to $1600 a 
year, and gave me an order on the 
best tailor in town for a $10 sult 
of clothes” The following’ year 
Handlan bought an interest, and 
eventually bought his employer out. 

In 1901 he changed the name to 
the Handlan-Buck Manufacturing 
Co., now located at 210 North Third 
street. 

In relating two years ago some of 
his maxims for health and success, 
he said: “I never took a drink ia 
a St. Louis barroom in my life. 
am an inveterate smoker, and I eat 
what I like. Play your cards on the 
table. When you're hurt, don’t 
show it. Always be able to lose. Ba 
on the square.” 

He related many instances of re- 
fusing to obtain contracts by “fixing” 
dishonest purchasing agents. He 
said he didn’t get business that Way. 

Seven of 15 Children Survive. 

He was married in Nashville, 
Tenn., in 1866, by Archbishop Fee- 
han, to Miss Mollie de Prez, mem- 
ber of an old French family. She 
survives him, as do seven of their 
15 children. Handlan was the son 
cf a Mississippi River steamboa: 
captain, 

The children who survive him are 
Maj. Edward R. Handlan, Alexander 
H. Handlan and Eugene W. Handlan 
of St. Louis; Mrs Lilliam Lemp of 
St. Louis, Mrs. Henry T, Hornsby of 
Joplin, Mrs. M. J. Trautz of Cincin- 
pati and Mrs. Harry Bisbee of Kan- 
sas City. 

It’ was said last night that all the 
children probably would be able io 
attend the funeral. Mrs. Handlan 
resides at the Buckingham hotel.

Fifteen 
St. Louis firms have indicated their 
intention of sending representatives 
to the conference, which will be fol- 
lowed by a tour of the prineipal 
cities of Mexico. F. Ernest Cramer 
will head the delegation. James A. 
Troy of the Chamber of Commerce 
is handling the arrangements.

half as President of the St. Louis Police 

Board, has done something besides pre- 
siding at board meetings. From the activity 
which he has shown, it may be suspected that he 
has read the law creating his office, which says 
that one in his position shall— 

“At all times of the day and night, as well 
on water as on land, preserve the public 
peace, prevent crime and arrest offenders.” 
There is more detail, in the law, as to what 

he shall do, and one has to read on \suite a dis- 
tance to find that he is not expected to do it all 
by himself—that there is to be a police force to 
help him. 

“At all times of the day and night” is a line 
which Miller has taken literally. Raids and 
»-€rook hunts have kept him away from home and 
from the movies, several nights a week. Thus 
far, he has worked on land, and not on water, 
but if any invading desperadoes should sail up 
River des Peres, he would probably not hesi- 
tate to man a flatboat with the headquarters force 
and go after them. 

The first Saturday night after his appointment, 
last February, President Miller ordered, and took 
part in, raids on places suspected of selling liquor. 

A few weeks later, he laid down new rules, 
tightening up the police hold on prisoners in the 
20 hours’ detention at headquarters, and closing 
sources of information, within the Police Depart- 
ment, ‘which certain lawyers, bondsmen and even 
criminals had possessed. The transferring of 
most of the Central District clerks to other sta- 
tions was connected with this endeavor. 

‘In the last 12 days, following a series of se- 
lective tests of men in the department, and per- 
sonal inspection of their work in night raids, ar- 
rests and searches, Miller has retired six officers 
of the department past or passing middle age, 
has demoted the Chief of Detectives, and has 
filled these positions, and a chance vacancy in 
the police inspectorship, with young men chosen 
‘by himself—in a few cases, by his colleagues on 


the board. 


V aie J. MILLER, in three months and a 


District Captains Prefer Sole 
Responsibility for Their Districts 


A talk with Miller makes it clear that he has 
no regrets or misgivings about what he has 
done so far, and that he is rather impatiently 
waiting to do more things of the same sort. 

Miller told a Post-Dispatch reporter, in his 
downtown law office, of things he has learned, 
and conclusions he has reached in his service 
with, through and over the police. 

“The most radical departure in method which 
President Miller and the present Police Board 
’ Ihave made from the policy of the former Police 
Board has been the placing of complete responsi- 
bility on police Captains for conditions in their 
districts, and the elimination of the clean-up 
squad and other special squads, except the newly 
established homicide squad and the traffic bureau. 

“The Captains approve of this change,” Miller 
said. “‘They didn’t like the idea of having spe- 
cial squads running around their districts and go- 
ing over their heads on matters that they ought 

know about. The special squads used to get 
+ tale te and other communications, which 
are an important source of information. The 
Captains would say, ‘If we got those complaints, 
we could handle the cases ourselves.’ 

“Probably they were right, and we are going 
to see what they can do, each in full control of his 
district. 

“The. responsibility of every Captain for his 

Het will be absolute, but we shall remember 
that the Central District and the other inner dis- 
- tricts have.naturally a larger amount of trouble 
and disturbance than the other districts. 
“Certain murders, such as those committed in 
| y oF. neighborhood quarrels, do not count 

as Cavtsin s record for keeping an or- 
rict. Only killings that grow out of

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crime are considered as properly belonging to 
the crime record of a district; other killings are 
crimes in the eyes of the courts, but are classed 
simply as events on the police records. There 
will always be a certain number of acts of pas- 
sion and violence, committed by. persons who are 
not otherwise criminals, and no effort. of the po- 
lice can prevent these. 

“Every Captain has plain-clothes men in his 
district. He can undertake any investigation 
that is needed, without outside help. He can 
keep the crooks on the run, by energetic use of 
the power that is given him.” 


Trying to Even U p Odds 
for Public Against Criminals 


President Miller was asked whether, under the 
rule of complete responsibility of each Captain 
for his district, a Captain would be held account- 
able for knowing of the présence of a criminal, 
lately arrived in the city, at any place in his 
district. The example mentioned was the case 
of the negro, Jordan, who killed Special Police- 
man Finn, and who had come here after serving 
a prison term in Texas. 

“It wouldn’t be reasonable to require a Captain 
to know at once of the presence of a negro crook 
in his district,”’ Miller said. “It is hard enough 
to keep track of the white ones. The patrolman 
on the beat shotld know of. the presence of any 
suspicious white person, and the Captain should 
be informed in that way, but it would be draw- 
ing it pretty fine to require them to know all 
negroes.” 

By centering responsibility: in Captains, and 
making each Captain wholly responsible for his 
district, thé Miller plan makes each district, in 


effect, a police department within itself, subject 


to general orders from headquarters, and to relief, 
in an emergency, from the headquarters reserve of 
detectives. 

“What we are trying to do, in some of the 
changes we have made,” Miller continued, “‘is to 
try and even up the odds for the public, in its 
contest with crime and criminals. It has seemed 
as if the odds all favored the crooks. | 

“That was the object of the rules, so much 
criticised, governing the holding of prisoners in 
the headquarters holdover. Now, the law  pro- 
vides that the Police Department shall hold a pris- 
oner not more than 20 hours, and if no warrant 
or indictment is issued, that the prisoner shall 
then be released. That 20 hours, iN my view, is 
a period of investigation. In that time there 
should be no hampering of the inquiry into a 
crime. 

“Under methods of free communication, this 

is

frequent purpose of secret conferences between 
prisoners and their visitors. 

“The prisoner who asks for a lawyer can have 
one. If he is innocent, he will not mind having 
his conversation overheard by a policeman. Hé 
can tell the lawyer his friends’ names, and consult 
him as to proper arrangements about bond. The 
lawyer can make a reasonable charge, but we 
don’t intend that he shall make a charge based 
on his inside inform&tion as to how much the 
prisoner had when he was searched. So that is 
one of the matters of information that used to 
be handed out freely, which we don’t intend to 
have given out from now on. Rrobably employes 
of.the department will give such information nuw 
and then, but if we find it out we will throw them 
out of their jobs. | 
“The criminals have enough in their favor any- 
way. They have the processes of the courts to 
bring any witnesses whom théy desire. They 
have friends to swear to alibis for them—most of 
the crimes are committed by men who, according 
to. earnest and insistent alibi witnesses, were 
playing cards somewhere else at the time that the 
crime occurred. 

“The criminal has a certain element of public 
sympathy and of dislike for the police, in his 
favor. He has the disinclination of witnesses to 
testify against him, sometimes because it is too 
much trouble, sometimes because it may be dan- 
gerous. 

“The criminal also has, in these days, the auto- 
mobile, which he can use to greater advantage 
than his pursuers can. That is the most danger- 
ous and baffling element in the crime situation 
these days. 


“Not a Gang in Operation 
in St. Louis Today,” He Says 


“There isn’t a gang in operation in St. Louis 
today,” Miller declares. “Only three who have 
been leading spirits in thé Cuckoo gang, which 
used to infest lewer Chouteau avenue, now re- 
main at large. The arson and freight car rob- 
bery gang has been broken up. The last gang 
to be broken up is the Jefferson and Cass ave- 
nues gang, and I think that has been accom- 
plished. 

“As for the crime wave, that is a relative 
term, but it is true that there are times and 
conditions which make it easy to commit crime. 
“If a town becomes known as having Judges 
and prosecuting authorities whe can be reached, 
and policemen who forget things and pass up 
the crooks, that town will attract traveling 
crooks. They have methods of communication 
which inform them of such conditions. 

“On the contrary, when the police in a city 
go after the crooks, and get the co-operation of

the prosecuting authorities and the courts, the 
crooks will learn to stay away from that city. 
That is what we have done here. We have 
the best sort of co-operation with the courts 
and the prosecuting authorities, and we are 
not getting many traveling crooks here. We are 
pretty nearly down to where we have only our 
own local crooks to deal with, and the thing 
we have to do with them is to keep them mov- 
ing, and make them get out of town or go to 
honest work. 

“The hangouts of the local crooks are not 
hard to find. The same places are hangouts for 
visiting crooks, when conditions are favorable 
here. No visiting 
crook will do a job until he has reported to the 
keeper of some hangout. 

“If he wants a bondsman later, the hangout- 
keeper will get one for him. Sometimes, when 
the inside information system was working well, 
the bondsman would get to the station before 
the prisoner would. 

“The way to handle those stulen, is to raid 
them whenever any job is committed. After the 
murder of Erris Pillow we arrested a lot of men, 
not including the men who are now under in- 
dictment for the crime. Through the prolong- 
ing of the Coroner’s inquest they were held 
eight days instead of 20 hours. 

“A very effective way to get crooks out of 
town, and to keep crooks from trying to locate 
here, is to drive out the women who consort 
with crooks. As long as these women are per- 
mitted to make good money in violating city 
ordinances the kind of men who get most of 
their money will be around to prey upon them. 
The way to handle them is to arrest them at 
every appearance, and hold them for the health 
authorities. 

“To stop gambling games is also effective in 
driving out crooks. I would like to know to- 
day of any gambling game run for profit in 
St. Louis. 

“Then there are some policemen so friendly 
with certain crooks that they will ignore every- 
thing except the actual commission of a crime 
in their presence. There are some of these po- 
licemen who are worrying about promotions now 
who would better worry about holding their 
jobs at all. On the other hand, I don’t intend 
that men shall be transferred or reduced for 
doing their duty, as has happened to policemen 
in the past. 


Few Crooks Who Can’t Get 
Persons to “Front” for Them 


“One thing I have learned in this work is 
that almost anyone, even a professional crook, 
can get some respectable person to go to the 
front for him. A crook knows a saloonkeeper, 
or politician, or somebody of better standing in 
the social scale than himself, and if he can get 
that person interested, the next thing is to get 
the help of someone higher up, and frequently 
you will see respected business men or ministers 
of the Gospel making representations in behalf 
of some man who is a plain crook. 

“I have changed one idea that I had when 
I went into this work. I had the idea that a 
criminal, if given a chance, will reform. I don’t 
believe so now. 

“When a man has committed a robbery, or 
a burglary, and has not been caught, it seems 
to set something to going in his head, and ff 
he gets the chance, or if anyone gives the sug- 
gestion, he will try the same thing again. The 
only way to prevent this is to Keep him away 
from anyone who will encourage him. 

“A man leaving the penitentiary knows that 
the police will know about him. He will make 
a mistake if he thinks they will make trouble 
for him just because he has been in prison. 
The best thing he can do is to go to the police, 
and tell them that he is out, and is going to 
work and stay straight. Maybe they can help 
him to a job—it has often been done. They 
will not bother him while he is working. 

“The crooks know that the detectives will 
not, as a rule, bother a man who is working, 
and sometimes we find that a man has been 
working and at the same time committing 
crime. 

“Criminals are made in pool halls, more than 
anywhere else. The old-time saloon was the 
harbor for thieves, but the pool hall was the 
place where they were made. We watch the 
pool halls, and when we find minors playing 
there we order them to get out and stay out. 
The law provides for permits, to be signed by 
parents, but the fact is that few parents will 
sign permits of this kind, and we have found 
that pool halls have a lot of permits signed in 
different names, and display one of them when 
an objection is made as to the age of some boy 
who is playing. We use our judgment in pass- 
ing on these permits. 

“When poor and ignorant persons see pros- 
perous and intelligent persons violating the law, 
they learn disrespect for the law. The man 
who openly shows disrespect for the law, 
many men do for the prohibition law, by vio- 
lating it, is not a first-class citizen. A taxi 
driver, or a messenger boy, who sees men mak- 
ing easy money by violating the law with the 
connivance of supposed good citizens, is more 
likely to become a lawbreaker himself. That ifs 
not the fault of the prohibition law, which I 
neither attack nor defend in principle. It is the 
fault of the violators of the law. Those who

HE axperiment of placing a noticeably young and untried man at the head of police 
Tettaics here was tried for the second time, when Gov. Hyde appointed Victor J. Miller 

to the Police Board, with the understanding that he should be named as its President. 

Gov. Stephens in 1899 appointed Harry B. Hawes, then 29 years dld, as head of the- 
Police Board, and Hawes held that place six years. 

Miller is 32, and, but for his oddly graying hair, would look less than 30.

“Good Crooks” Give Very Little 
Information to the Police 


“The people we arrested in raiding Belvedere 
Joe’s, who complained so vehemently, were the 
very ones who would have applauded us for raid- 
ing the Falstaff and other downtown places, if 


‘we had stopped there.” 


: 


Miller does not credit crooks with giving much 
information to the police against each other. A 
‘“‘good crook,’ he believes, will seldom give any 
information which he knows to be of prime 
value to the police- Crooks, he says, suspect 
each other of “snitching” much oftener than the 
facts warrant. 

“In the case of Michael McNamara,” he said, 
“the other crooks knew that the detectives had 
kept him with them for two hours, and they 
seemed to have concluded that he had told all 
he knéw. I only wish he had. What he told 
was of minor importance, and the same is true 
as to Allen Morris, who, in my opinion, was 
not killed for ‘snitching’ or on suspicion of do- 
ing so, but for a well-defined personal grudge. 

“The inducement for crooks to give the po- 
lice information is not so great as is sometimes 
supposed. The reason for this is that a crook 
would almost as soon take a 10 years’ sentence 
as a five years’ one, and a shorter sentence, as 
a reward, does not make much of an appeal to 
him. It is the certainty, and not the severity, 
of punishnmtent, that deters criminals. As for 
any idea that any crooks are permitted to op- 
erate unmolested, as a reward for help to the 
police, I am certain that nothing of the kind 
is done. 

“The police get a lot of anonymous communi- 
cations, and these are read and ‘followed up 
when there seems to be any likelihood that they 
will lead to anything. Stills are often tipped off 
in this manner, by neighbors who don’t like the 
keepers of the still, or who object to the smell. 
For that matter, the police can usually smell out 
a still’ if they get very near to one. 

“Reports are made to the police of a good 
many holdups and robberies that never take 
place. Sometimes the motive of such false 
stories is to cover up a theft or a loss due to 
carelessness. We have proved up some cases 
of this kind and obtained admissions, and the 
circumstances point to the same explanation 
In some cases where the persons have stuck to 
their story.” 

Pawnshop proprietors are given credit by Mil- 
ler for cooperating with the police in most 
cases, though there have been instances to the 
contrary. 
“Secondhand stores are more likely to get 
stolen articles than pawnshops are,” he said. 
“The pawnshop squad looks over descriptions of 
all stolen property, and Wisits all pawnshops and 
secondhand stores. The pawnshop proprietors 
frequently detain men for us, or assist us to 
get men who appear suspicious. The real 
‘fences’ are some pool halls and suspicious ho 
tels.” 


Praise for the Men He 
Recently Has Promoted 


Of the mien who came to the top in the shake 
up of the last 12 days, President Miller said: 
“The men we have promoted are the men we 
believed to be the best for the places. They were 
not chosen because anyone went to the front for 
them. In the case of the principal promotions 
we made, we had received no letter or request. 
This was true of most of the Sergeants whom 
we made acting Lieutenants. 
“In picking Elias Hoagland for Chief of De- 
tectives, I am confident that we got the best 
man: in the Detective Department. Other cities 
know him, and there have been several requests 
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for the loan of Hoagland since I have been on 
the board. 

“If I merely sat in my office and attendan 
board meetings, I would have to judge all com- 
plaints and questions of personnel by the say-ag 
of someone else. I wouldn’t know. The way 
that I have undertaken to do it, by getting out 
and, working with the men in the department, 
I learn what the circumstances are. 

“If I am going te direct, I want to know wheal 
I am directing, even if it doesn’t leave me much 
timé at home in the evening, and even if it doeg 
interfere with my being at my office s spmotingy 
when I would like to be.” oat 

So far as the bigger task of catching criminals 
and discouraging crime will permit, Miller 
hopes, in the four years which he expects to 
give to direction of the police, to place the police 
force on more cordial terms with the public... 

He mentioned the fact that public dislike for 
policemen sometimes goes to the point of sym- 
pathy with criminals. This, he says, is a real 
obstacle to the work of thé policé. 

“There are a lot of people who wouldn't break 
the law themselves,” he said, “who won't tell 
a policeman anything, or help a policeman even 
when the policeman’s work is most necessary 
to the public welfare and safety. This is be. 
cause of a feeling which they have absorbed 
against the police. 

“On the other hand, some policemen are so 
used to this feeling against them that they take 
it as a matter of course, and don’t think it 
worth while to be courteous to people.” 

Miller said he meant to insist that policemen 
should be more considerate in dealing with boys, 
“Some boys,” he said, “are treated like crim- 
inals if they swipe an apple. Those are the 
boys who live Jn neighborhoods where they see 
criminals, and “perhaps have relatives who have 
committed crime, and they need constructive ef- 
fort to keep them from crime. 
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Says Boy Scouts Should : 
Extend Work to River D&stricts 


“The Boy Scouts should extend their work 
to the river districts. That is where they are 
really needed, more than they are among thé 
boys who are well brought up anyway. 

“The Juvenile Court has probably done good, 
but it has seemed to me that things were made 
too easy for the boy of good family, who is the 
very one who should be punished, because he 
knows better than to break the law, and that 
the friendless boy hasn’t much of a chance.” ‘ 

Miller has read with interest the writings of 
R. B. Fosdick and others on police systems is 
this and other countries. He finds much of int 
terest and value in their writings, but he ind& 
cates a wish to put them through a series of 
questions, such as Thomas A. Edison has beep 
handing to college men.

It is the pro- 
tection of Americans, their lives and property, in 
Mexico which is our objective. We only want justice 
for Americans and assurance of protection and diplo- 
matic appeal for them in questions affecting property 
rights, but the particular kind of property rights we 
want protected is rights in oil wells. The kind of 
justice we seek is a fair share of Mexican oil. We 
want rights to hold oil fields and work oil wells un- 
obstructed by the Mexican Constitution and the Mexi- 
can courts. 

In order to assure Americans their rights and op- 

portunities in the Mexican oil fields, we demand that 
the Obregon Government pledge itself to change the 
Constitution of Mexico. We require the elimination 
of several provisions of the Constitution and the mod- 
ification of others. We demand that Mexico reverse 
her policy of nationalizing her natural resources and 
protecting them from exploitation by foreigners in 
order that alleged rights of Americans tn Mexican 
land and natural resources be protected. 
_ What is the Constitution of another country com- 
pared with the ofl interests of Americans? Down with 
all] Constitutions that stand in the way of our oil 
men, 

President Obregon protests that the Constitution 
does not affect the titles to oil lands now held by 
Americans and that he is willing to assure protection 
of all American rights, but he cannot change the 
Mexican Constitution or the nationalization policy to 
obtain recognition. The Mexican people would not 
stand for such a pledge and recognition obtained by 
it would be a mockery, because his government would 
be wiped out. ' 

Well, what difference would that make to us? If he 
cannot change it, we'll change the Constitution and 
set’ up our own Constitution and Government for 
Mexico. This is the clear logic of our position in 
Mexico. 

Never mind what happens to Mexico or what it costs 
to get Mexican oil for American oil men—the interest 
of the oil men is the big thing. 

Justice and peace and international law are fine 
things, theoretically, but as a practical proposition, 
oil is supreme. 
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OUT OF THE RUBBISH. 

“The Woodrovian League,” says the New York 
Tribune, “centered in a world organization of which 
all nations were to be members. The Harding League” 
—referring to the Government’s decision to be repre- 
sented on the Supreme Council—‘‘if it may be called 
such, partakes more of the nature of an alliance.” 

Now, it-so happens that in the grand assault on 
the hell-breathing ‘‘super-government” last summer 
and eutumn a favorite argument of the army of at- 
tack, in which the Tribune was one of the color 
bearers, was that the “Woodrovian’’ League was a 
military alljance, whereas the nebulous Harding ‘‘as- 
sociation” was the real, all-inclusive league to be 
desired. 

But why quibble over the details of a chase that has 
long since been ended?

“got” in order to “get” the other. It was “got.” But 
the thing which the new administration is as far as 
ever from getting is a way to satisfy the public de- 
mand for Wilson's aspirations without using Wil- 
son's tools. 
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THE JOKER IN FARM CONTROL. 

Farm produce prices no longer are to be subject to 
the caprice of the stock markets and grain ex- 
changes. Those institutions, already doomed to legal 
death, would have been starved, were they to live, by 
organized market control exercised by the agricul- 
tural interests. 

The Illinois Senate has just passed a bill which will 
turn the Chicago Board of Trade over to the State 
Director of Agriculture by placing in his hands the 
power of license. Each individual operating on the 
board also would be subject to the State Department 
of Agriculture. The bill further extends to the or- 
ganised.association of grain dealers and farmers full 
rights and privileges now held by members of the 
board. 

“Even without this legislative interference, however, 
the farmers plan, by ea recently organized arrange- 
ment; to control their own market. The project was 
outlined a few days ago at a meeting of the Illinois 
Bankers’ Association at Mount Olive, Ill. The speak- 
er was George A. Fox, secretary of the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Association, who thus explained the plan of

Farmers in each congressional district urite 
once a year and elect a delegate to the national 
body. This assembly then meets and elects a 
commission which dictates the sales policy for 
all farm products.

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ARKANSAS ROAD FACTS. 
The State of Arkansas, in proportion to its wealth, 
has undertaken an ambitious road construction pro- 


hard-surfaced roads at a total cost of $100,000,000. 
That mistakes were made in this road legislation, 
aud that there has been waste and extravagance in 
the expenditure of the large funds, is undeniable. 
But the sensational story of ruin and confiscation in 
Arkansas, printed simultaneously last March by a 
New York newspaper and the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, was feverishly overdrawn. 

The Post-Dispatch is pleased to observe that the 
Giobe-Democrat has repented of its blunder and is 
row attempting to correct the misstatements to 
which it first gave currency by ascertaining and 
publishing the facts about the Arkansas road project. 

Those facts, however, have already been printed. 
Immediately on the appearance of the unfortunate 
story in the Globe-Democrat of March 26 the Post- 
Dispatch sent a member of its staff to Arkansas to 
get the truth of the situation there by first-hand 
investigation. A week later, in the Post-Dispatch of 
April 3, the results of that inquiry were published. 
It was shown that the reported confiscation of prop- 
erty by excessive taxation was not true; that the 
financial distress of Arkansas farmers was not due 
to road taxes, but to the fact that, like farmers in 
many other States, they were unable to sell their 
crops except at a loss. Certain examples of especially 
appealing misfortune, such as the impoverishment of 
widows and orphans, were found to be fictitious. The 
{i.quiry disclosed that the average road tax was 36 
cents an acre, at present construction costs, the tax 
te be levied for a period of 20 years and totaling 
$7.20 an acre. In some instances this tax was 
equivalent to the full value of the unimproved land 
—that is, unimproved by good roads—which gave 
color to the assertions of confiscatory taxes by ignor- 
ing the period over which the payments are spread 
and the benefits accruing to the property by the in- 
vestment in good roads. 

That the program was over-ambitious is now thor- 
oughly understood and pretty generally admitted by 
the citizens of Arkansas. It is also recognized that 
rerious mistakes were made in the enabling acts of 
the 1919 Legislature, and the special session of last 
year, by which special improvement districts were 
authorized and designated. By this plan the cost of 
building roads is assessed, in the form of taxes, 
against the land -on both sides of the highways, ac- 
cording to the resulting benefits. It should be un- 
derstood, however, that some such plan as this was 
recessary inasmuch as the Constitution of Arkansas 
ferbids any city or county from issuing bonds for 
improvements. The special district plan had been 
successfully used in the construction of levees and 
drainage districts and, it was argued, was just as 
available for building good roads. The acts, how- 
ever, creating those districts were hastily drawn. 
were passed as emergency measures, thereby ex- 
empting them from the popular judgment of refer- 
endum, and though certain safeguards and rights of 
appeal were given the people the legislation was 
faulty in many respects and has been productive of 
some unhappy consequences. 

Probably the greatest weakness in the Arkansas 
road enterprise was the failure to provide for uni- 
form, centralized State control by which a State sys- 
tem of highways could eventually be built. That 
failure accounts for the criticism that the money 
is being spent in a sort of helter-skelter, happy-go- 
lucky fashion, without method or objective, and. that 
when the program is finished, though Arkansas will 
have a big mileage of good roads, it will still be lack- 
ing a highway system. That such a defect should be 
remedied while yet there is time, is obvious, and a 
considerable public opinion is said to have been 
marshaled in that behalf. 

Meanwhile Arkansas is going on with her road pro- 
gram. Further, she has already built many miles of 
splendid roads, and has many more miles in process 
of construction. And those roads are adding im- 
mensely to:the value of the property which is being 
taxed to build them.

IMMIGRATION AND AGRICULTURE.

N deciding the problem of immigration, Con- 

gress should have nsidered the agricultural 
question more seriously.

AMERICAN TROOPS IN GERMANY.

RANKFURTER ZEITUNG prints an editorial

On account of the high pay of American 
troops and the fact that they receive this pay 
in dollars, prices are much higher in the Amer- 
ican zone than elsewhere in the Rhine Valley.

ITALIAN BAS-RELICE 


Profile Portrait of Capilliata Col- 
leoni, Who Lived in Four- 
teenth Century,’on Display. 


The sculpture collection of the 
City Art Museum was augmented re- 
cently by a fifteenth century Italian 
bas-relief in bronze. The relief is 
2 feet 7 inches by 1 foot 7 inches 
and bears a profile portrait of a war- 
rior wearing a crested helmet and a 
cuirass. It is modeled in a style 
typical of the early Italian Renais- 
Sance, exhibiting in its simple planes 
and graceful decorations, the influ- 
ence of classic Roman art. An in- 
scription, Capil. Col. C. F. Berg., 
identifies the subject as a portrait 
of Capilliata Colleoni, a fourteenth 
century Italian nobleman, lord of the 
stronghold of Brivio near Bergamo 
and a captain-general of the Roman 
church under Urban V. 

Capilliata Colleoni is of especial 
interest as an ancestor of the re- 
nowned Venetian military leader, 
Bartolomeo Colleoni, whose famous 
equestrian statue at Venice is 
thought by many critics to be the 
most impressive statue of the type in 
existence. The relief portrait of the 
older Colleoni which the museum 
has acquired fs said to have been 
originally designed as a decoration 
for the base of this famous statue of 
Bartolomeo Colleoni. 

The Museum’s bas-relief is as- 
cribed to the well-known Venetian 
sculptor and bronze founder, Ales- 
sandro Leopardi, who completed in 
1496 the casting of the above-men- 
tioned equestrian statue of Bartolo- 
meo Colleoni which had been mod- 
eled by the Florentine Verrocchio, 
who died before the work was fin- 
ished. While the horse and figure 
of this magnificent group are now 
thought to have been designed en- 
tirely By Verrocchio, the graceful 
pedestal upon which they stand was 
undoubtedly the work of Leopardi 
alone. The theory has therefore 
been advanced that the bronze re- 
lief acquired by the Museum was in- 
tended by Leopardi to serve as'a 
part of the decoration upon this 
pedestal, since it presents the ap- 
rarently somewhat conventionalized 
likeness of one of the distinguished 


| ancestors of Bartolomeo Colleoni. 


Leopardi did not hesitate to sign, 


_in large letters, the equestrian statue 


of Bartolomeo Colleoni, as though 
it were his own work, omitting all 
mention of the name of Verrocchio, 
the principal artist. The Museum 
possesses a full-sized plaster cast of 
this group, which may be seen in 
Sculpture Court. 

A large collection of painting and 
sculpture by contemporary artists of 
Switzerland will be placed on ex- 
hibition at the Museum today. The 
collection arrived .in St. Louis late 
last week. The portraits by Philip 
A. de Laszlo are still on view.

Japan Thinks of Disarmament and 
How He Wants It Accomplished 


People Hostile to Attempts to Saddle on Tax- 


payers Burden of an 


Armed Peace—U. S. 


Looked to for Leadership.

NEW YORK, May 28.—Japan has made a little discovery Rtely. It struck 
her like a sudden break of dawn at midnight and she is taking it like an- 


other Paul on the road to Damascus. 


Her discovery was not much; she 


discovered that figures, just plain rows of numerals, are sometimes as sen- 
sational and blood-curdling as sword and fire. 


On the day before Christmas last, 


year Baron Korekiyo Takahaishi, 
the Finance Minister of Japan, stood 
before the lower house of the Diet 
and mentioned a few strings of fig- 
ures. In the financial year of 1921 
the ‘total expenditure of Japan 
amounts to 1,562,000,000 yen (about 
$786,000,000). Out of that total the | 
army is to spend 263,000,000 yen, not | 
quite, but about 18 per cent of it; 
and the navy 498,000,000, yen, which 
is a little over 31 per cent of the to- 
tal.\ In other words, the navy and 
army of Japan are to spend about 49 
per cent of the tetal. According to 
the latest census just completed last 
year, there are 55,960,000 people liv- 
ing in Japan proper; the people in 
Corea,’ ‘Formosa and Southérn 
Manchyria count only when the Gov- 
ernment spends appropriations—not 
when it comes fo putting up the 
money. Therefore, the total expendi- 
ture of Japan for 1921 means about 
28 yen for every man, woman and 
child in the empire. That is a great 
deal of money in the light of the 
financial ability of the Japanese peo- 
ple, and about 14 yen of the 28 are 
going to be spent by the navy and 
the army. 

The budget told the people at the 
same time that the Government had 
only 10,000,000 yen to cover the sal- 
aries of all the teachers employed in 
the publig¢—schools of the empire;

eth of the army and navy appropria-

On Jan. 29 of this year there was 
a great gathering of star-reporters 
of the Tokio newspapers at a fa- 
mous : restaurant in Marunouchi 
called ‘“‘Chuwo-Tei.”” Mr. Ozaki had 
asked them to gather there; he 
wished to talk to them. Without 
question he is the most picturesque 
figure in the political Japan of today. 
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what the great naval authorities like 


Admiral Lord Fisher think of the/| 


capital ships for the construction of | 
which Japan today is taxing its peo- 
ple to the point-.of exhaustion, in the | 
naval struggles of the future. He 
closed his speech to the reporters 
with a strong plea that Japan should 
take the leadership in disarma- 
ment, that she should not hesitate to 
blaze the path if other great Powers 
refuse to head the movement. 

This speech of Ozaki received an 
unusually large space in all the lead- 
ing newspapers throughout the em- 
pire. 


Ozaki Not Alone in Move. 


Ozaki is by no means alone among | 
the political leaders of Japan in urg-| 


ing a drastic and immediate reduc- 
tion of armaments. A few days after 
his speech at the Chuwo-Tei restau- 
rant, Mr. Nishikura of the Kokumin- 
To, or People’s party, spoke on the 
floor of the House of Representa- 
tives, Like Ozaki, he, too, empha- 
sized the startling proportion of na- 
val and military expenditures in the 
budget. 

“ ‘When it is remembered,” he went 
on to say, ‘‘that a very large propor- 
tion of national expenditure is taken 
up by naval and military expenses, 
it should be very difficult for Japan 
to clear herself of the charge imput- 
ed to her by the Powers that the mil- 
itary party reigns supreme in this 
country.” 

Mr. Hamaguchi, one of the leaders 
of the Kensei-Kai, or the Opposition 
party, speaking also on the floor of 
the House of Representatives, de- 
clared: 

“Tam no pacifist. I am not blind 
to the necessity of some naval ex- 
pansion in case America, for exam- 
ple, pushed forward with her gigan- 
tic naval expansion scheme. * °* * 
With America tn this mood, Japan 
will be called upon to attend to an 
expansion of her naval strength. But 
Japan’s financial resources do not al- 
low her permanently to compete with 
that country in naval construction.” 

In fact, in an extended debate in 
the Diet on the question of arma- 
ments in general and of a “naval 
holiday” in particular, there was not 
a strong dissenting voice raised any- 
where from any quarter. 

Preas Up With Politicians. 

And the press? It is not a whit 
behind our politicians. The Tokio 
Jiji, which prides itself as being the 
London Times of Japan, has been the 
banner bearer for the disarmament 
movement from the start. It devot- 
ed its first editorial of the year to 
this question of disarmament and 
pronounced it the most important 
problem before the people of Japan 
today and of the world. After recit- 
ing the familiar and obvious argu- 
ments for disarmament it came flat- 
ly out with: “Japan should propose 
a reduction of armaments to Britain 
and the United States. * * * Ja- 
pan should curtail her army-on her 
own motion and without awaiting 
the signature of a reduction agree- 
ment. * * *. If America takes 
the lead in reduction in armaments 
it will be easiest to arrive at a naval 


agreement. Perhaps Great Britain is

There to Talk Disarmament. 

Disarmament was the theme which 
had collected all these people to- 
| gether. Mr. Sanji Muto presided over 
\it. Muto was the representative of 
| Japan’s capitalistic interests at the 
+ International Labor Congress held 
|at Washington in 1919. Speaking 
with considerable emphasis, he de- 
clared that it is a height of impu- 
'dence on the part of any Japanese 
_to advocate an armed peace at such 
_a time when business was gasping in 
the depth of depression. He ques- 
tioned the wisdom of the budget in 
which almost 50 per cent of the ex- 
_penditure was for the army and navy. 

He denounced as a crime any at- 
‘tempt of putting the already over- 
'burdened taxpayers of the empire 
'under the ruthless screw of a mon- 
'strous naval race. The mass meeting 
‘cabled to President Harding and 
| Senator Borah its urgent plea for 
their efforts in behalf of the dis- 
| armament movement.

DIES AFTER ElGhIn 
BLOOD INFUSION 


Dramatic Medical Science 
Has Observed in St. Louis. | 


PRIEST GAVE CLERK | 
BLOOD THREE TIMES | 


Pernicious Anemia Over- 
comes Man Despite Efforts 
of Physicians to Conquer 
Disease—Was Ill Nearly 


Year. | 


Matthew O’Day lost his long fight 
for life. Eight transmusions, in| 
which six persons contributed a to-| 
tal of more than six quarts of blood, 
were not sufficient to cope with per- | 
nicilous anemia, and O’Day suc- | 
cumbed at 11:15 o’clock Friday 
night, thys closing one of the most 


dramatic cases ever observed here. | 
The details were printed exclusively 
in Friday’s Post-Dispatch. ! 

Since Dec. 13 last, a gallant but 
losing battle had been waged in his. 
behalf almost constantly. The pres- | 
ence of a young wife and a baby boy | 
at his bedside heightened interest in. 
the circumstances, and, although he. 
was utterly dependent upon philan- | 
thropy, the most extraordinary ef-| 
forts were made to save him. 

O’Day was a clerk, 89 years old, 
and lived at 56200 Paullan place. | 
When he became ill last June he. 
had been married about a year. In) 
December his failing condition neces- | 
sitated blood transfusion, and M. T. 
Harvey, the traffic superintendent 
under whom he worked at the Wag- | 
ner Electric Co., volunteered to give | 
a pint of his own blood. 

Priest Gave Him Blood. 

This was the first of eight trans- | 
fusions, the last of which took place 
at the hospital Friday. The Rev. | 
Father Patrick J. Canty of St.’ 
Mark’s Church, O’Day’s parish | 
priest, gave blood three times, and 
was himself brought under a physi- 
cian’s care as a result of- his sacri- 
fices, the last of which was made 
last Tuesday. | 
| Much of the efforts In O’Day’s be- | 
‘half were made possible by the ac- 
tivity of Mrs. Anna Kaplun, a socal 
worker in the social service depart- 
ment of Washington University, 
who solicited all the blood which 
was infused into the patient's veins. 

She finally exhausted all the .avail- 
able supply, and was compelled to 
resort to advertising. A “‘want ad’’ 
‘inserted in last Sunday's Post-Dis- 
|'patch, brought responses from 24 
persons, eight of whom were women, 
‘offering to give their blood, and it) 
'was from one of these, a young 
woman, that the last’ transfusion 
took place. 

Physicians were doubtful Friday 
as to whether O’Day could stand 
another transfusion. But he was 
sinking rapidly, and it was decided 
that the operation was the only 
chance to save him. One and three- 
tenths pints were transfused Friday. 
O’Day rallied temporarily, but his 
vitality had fallen so low that he 
‘could not assimilate the last infu- 
sion; and his death followed. 

Church League Cared for Family. 

During his illness, his wife and 
child were provided for by the Cath- 
olic Woman's League, whose aid was 
invoked by Mrs. Kaplun. With the 
exception of two weeks’ care for. 
which his church paid, O’Day re-| 
ceived free care at the hospital, and 
no charge was made for the surgi- | 
cal services performed for him. | 

Aside from being an example of 
what may be done for a helpless, 
though deserving sufferer, the case 
was remarkable for the sympathy 
which it called forth, and for the 
human kindness displayed by per- 
sons who had never heard of O’Day, 
and yet who volunteered to give 
their blood for him.

“Business developments during the| 


Dast week have brought signs of fur- 
ther tmprovement. though the _ evi- 
dence *ts‘ not so pronounced as the 
‘State of trade earlier in the month 
had led many to expect. Some of the 
recent events which seemed for a 
time tbe indications of returning 
prosperity, have proved to be of 
transitory effect. There has been an 
unfavorable reaction in the securities 
and foréign exchange markets and a 
slackening in the operations of sev- 
@ral im@ustries which earlier in the 
Spring~gwave promise of renewed ac- 
tivity. 8S is common In this stage 
of readjustment, however, there is a 
conspicuous lack of uniformity in the 
trend of different lines of business. 
In this phase of the business cycle 
there is a confused crossing of lines 
with improvement in one quarter be- 
being offset by slackening or liqui- 
dation in another. There is much in 
the present situation to support the 


‘view, that the process of liquidation 


is now nearing its end, and that busi- 
ness has already emerged from the 
bottom of the trough of depression. 
It is axiomatic that financial im- 
provement must precede improvement ' 
in trade and industry, and the stead- 
ily increasing strength of our bank- | 
ing position is therefore of good 
omen. The lowering of the discount 
position rate has favorably affected 
the business motale and with present 
tendencies continuing, a further re- 
duction of money rates is possible 
within the near future. 

“The course of events overseas has 
likewise affected business in this 
country avery irregular way. 
Whil e settlement of German rep- 
arations question should normally 
have produced a favorable reaction, 
such a tendency was offset to some 
degree by the Silesian controversy 
and the-tncreasing industrial tension 
in Eng@tafid resulting from the coal 
strike.

Capital is flowing in unprecedent- 
ea volume into apartment buildings 
and flats. Many transactions in prop- 
erties of these types were concluded 
the past week, while negotiations 
are pending for numerous others, in- 
dicating that the market for them 
will continue at floodtide through- 
out the summer. 

According to dependable sources 
in real estate circles, negotiations 
have been practically concluded for 
sale of the Westmoreland, an eight- 
story elevator kitchenette hotel at 
6330 Pershing avenue. The price 
quoted for the property is $609,000. 
The identity of the purchaser has 
not been disclosed, but it is under- 
stood that he purposes to pay the 
entire purchase price in cash, even 
to the extent of paying off a deed of 


trust for $180,000 held by the Title 


Guaranty Trust Co., which financed 
construction of the building. The 
Westmoreland is owned by Sam 
Koplar, who admitted that negotia- 
tions involving its control had as- 
sumed definite form. 

The building, which was complet- 
ed two years ago, is of superior con- 
struction. It has 79 apartments of 
two and three room efficiency. It 
has both passenger and freight ele- 
vators, and is replete with labor- 
saving devices. The building is 100 
feet wide, it being in the center of a 
lot 150x225 feet, thus leaving 25 feet 
of space on either side. 

The gross annual rentals from the 
Westmoreland, according to Koplar, 
agecregate $90,000, which is approxi- 
mately double those at which the 
apartments were leased when the 
building was completed. The sale of 
the property predicated on the /price 
mentioned will yield Koplar a ecord 
profit on the basis at which he re- 
cently acquired it from Sam Ham- 
burg Jr. and others, accordin to 
real estate circles. 

Several Apartments Projected. 

Plans were revealed during the 
week for several lofty apartment 
buildings, the most important of 
these contemplating an 11-story 
structure of the kitchenette type 
projected by John U. Menteer, presi- 
dent of the Menteer Realty Co. Sev- 
eral sites are under consideration for 
the proposed improvement which, it 
is estimated, will cost $2,000,000. 

With plans for the erection of this 
building, Menteer held an option on 
the William K. Bixby block at King’s 
highway and Lindell boulevard, pro- 
viding for its purchase at an attrac- 
tive price. The option, which was 
acauired about eight months ago, 
was allowed to lapse two months ago 
owing to the continued high cost of 
construction.

Some of these cases have becom: classics, and re- 
main tocay. after 10, 20 or 30. vears. mivsteries as im 
penetrable as they were on the day of their occurrence 
Take, for instance, the disappearance of San:uel 
man Conant, a brilliant writer, we t 
time tournmalists, and, at the time he vanished, editor 
of Harper's Weekly. 

Conant Was married to a woman as distinguished as 
himself, and they had one son, about 20 years of age 
The editor's tastes had always seemed unusualiv quiet, 
refined and domestic, and he appeared to find his 
deepest pleasures at his own fireside 

On Jan. 15, 1885, he spent the evening at the Authors’ 
Club, where he met many old friends and had an en- 
jayable time. The next morning, as he left home, he 
informed his wife that he was going to Albany that 
evening and would take his son with him. As he 
often made such trips in connection with btdsiness for 
the magazine, Mrs. Conant attached no importance to 
the announcement. 

The magazine went to press that day, which was Fri- 
day; and Conant remained late at the offire. He bade 
his associates good night and told them he would re- 
turn on Monday or Tuesday. But he failed to reach his 
home, as he had promised, to meet his son and start on 
the trip to Albany. After a sieepless night, Mrs. Co- 
nant appealed to the police. 

ive days later a man entered a pawnshop on Coney 
Island and borrowed $5 on a watch and chain. It was 
proved that the jewelry belonged to Conant’s son, and 
the description of the borrower corresponded closely to 
that of the missing journalist. It was ascertained that 
the man had spent the night at a shelter hut on Coney 
Island. The day after he visited a shopkeeper, and 
chatted with such wit and brilllance that the captivat- 
ed proprietor invited him to remain for supper. On 
leaving. he informed his host that he was the editor 
ot Harpér’s Weekly, and that he was catching the next 
train for Brooklyn. 
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About ea week leter. a man who knew Conant well 


saw him leaving a cheap lodging house on Fulton 


street. and accosted him with the worda: “Where are 


Conant looked at him fixedly, and then replied, in a 
tone of annovance 


“Can't you see? I’m going up the street.” 

The meeting was reported to the police, and a staff of 
detectives searched the neighbborhoed, but in vain. The 
gearch was kept np for years, both in this country and 


Europe. So far as Conant’s family and associates were 


concerned, the earth might have opened and swallowed 


hirn up on Fulton street a moment after he muttered: 
“I'm going up the street.” 

One theory invoked to explain this case, and many 
similar ones, is that of ioss of memory. It is not rare 
for men to forget suddenly and irrecoverably their 
names and places of residence. tut Conant appears 
to have teld the Coney Island shopkeeper who he was, 
while his vexation at meeting his friend on Fulton 
street pointed to a full possession of his faculties. But, 
in any case, what became of this distinguished and 
clever man? No one knows. : 

Another instance, typically perplexing, was that of 

ichard Asbhurst, Postmaster of Philadelphia. It is a 
little more than 10 vears since he left the big gran- 
ite building in the Quaker City, never to return. Al- 
though a decade has rolled round, no one pretends to 
have the slightest knowledge of what happened to 
bim. 

Ashhurst was appointed Postmaster by 
toogsevelt. He was 72 vyeare old, and in the beat of 
health. Apparently he had neither domestic nor busi- 
ness troubles, and he had scores of zood friends. His 
affairs at-the postoffice were found to be in perfect or- 
der. He had been known all his iife as the moat 
methodical of men. 

He left the postoffice, and apparently formed a sud- 
den determination to go to Atlantic City. He registered 
there at the Mariborough-Blenheim Hotel, and immed!- 
ately telegraphed to his wife: 

“Came to Atlantic City unexpectedly.

She never reached her home and has never been 
heard from since. The mystery, after 11 years, remains 
just as baffling as it was at the beginning. Rarely 
have the police made so thorough a search. Private 
detectives and lawyers traveied thousands of miles. At 
one time or another the services of ramous investi- 
gators were emploved-—-William J. Burns, William J 
Fivon, head of the United States Secret Service, and 
Chief Henry of Seotland Yard. 

On Dec. 2, 1919, Ambrose Joseph Small, theater mag- 
nate of Toronto, Canada, crowned years of toil and 
struggle by selling his chain of playhouses in all parts 
of the Dominion to a corporation for $2,000,000 cash and 
an interest in the company. In the afternoon an ini- 
tial payment of $1,(+¥),14) was made, and Small deposit- 
edi the check at his bank. -At 5:30 o'clock he left his 
office and went to a nearby hotel At 7:15 o'clock on 
this bitter winter evening, he stepped up to a newsboy 
under the lamps of Adelaide street, bought a paper— 
and vanished. No trace of him has ever been found 

Two weeks afterwards his secretary, John Doughty, 
also disappeared, together with $10,000 In bonds from 
Smalls safety deposit box A year later Doughty 
waa found working in a paper mill in Oregon, and con- 
fessed to stealing the bonds, and revealed the place 
where they were hidden, in his sisters home at To- 


ronto. But he was unable or unwilling to throw any 
light upon the whereabouts of hia former employer. 
A chronicle of all the strange disappearances in this 
country, during a single vear, wouid fill eeveral large 
volumes. While the majority of missing persons are 
finally located, there still remains a large number who 
vanish. never to be seen again by their relatives* and 
former friends. What becomes of these persons? 
Where are they? The problem seems insoluble. 
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The Sinister Record of Mail Pouch Robberies 


and the Arming of U.S. Post Otfice Employes

The Loss of $6,000,000 in Half a Dozen Recent 
Raids of Bandits Upon Postal Tracks or 
Railroad Cars Causes the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral to Make Sweeping Preparations for 
Defense—Wriier Who Has Analyzed Series 
of Big Holdups Says They Must Be Blamed 


Upon the War, and Explains Why

IX MILLION DOLLARS have 
been taken from the mails in six 
bandit raids, all within a few 
months. Whatever arrests have 
been made signally failed to stop 
the thieving, for only the othef 
week there were three fresh 
oldups within two days and they were 
of a character so serious that the Govern- 
ment refused to make public any figures on 
the losses. As a result of these repeated 
and enormous pillagings the Federal offi- 
cers are postulating the existence of a 
nationally organized zang of registered mail 
robbers. The idea has its fascinations, al- 
beit there is a total absence of proof to 
demonstrate its tenability. 

One recent afternoon, in a vacant lot 
adjoining the Dearborn street station in 


Chicago—one of those yawning empty 
holes in the building fronts of American cities 
which look a good bit like missing incisors in 


the dentition of an otherwise pleasant mouth—a few 
young men were seen playing scrub baseball. It was 
an incubating spring day, popping the people from their 
winter shelis in crowds. A few who passed watched 
the young men tossing their ball about. Some smiled 
at their antics, some ached to join. None suspected 
that these pranking fellows were to commit at sundown 
a $1,000,000 theft. 

It was not yet dark when a Government mail truck 
swung into the baggage entrance to the station car- 
rying in one sack a shipment of paper currency 
made by the branch Federal reserve bank in Chicago 
to one of the other branches. At almost the same instant 
a black touring car swung in beside the truck. Four 
young men sprang out, leveled revolvers at the heads 
of the postal employves and commanded silence and 
quick compliance. The bandits immediately ordered 
the mail sacks thrown out of the truck, almost instant- 
ly selected the one containing at least $560,000, threw 
it into their throbbing machine and whizzed away. It 
was done in iess than a minute. Few saw what had 
happened. Fewer still understood what was being done. 

The bandits’ car had got through the jani and turned 
a corner before a policeman stationed at the street in- 
tersection got the cry of alarm. He fired two shots 
after the speeding motor and then gave it up for fear of 
killing bystanders. 

The next morning the empty mail pouch was found 
at some distance from the seat of crime and still 
further away was discovered the touring car with the 
two bullets of the policeman lodged in the tonneau. ° 

Within 24 hours after the Chicago registered mail 
holdup a gang repeated the performance at Sullivan, 
Ind., the stamping ground of the incumbent Postmaster- 
General. The technique of the crime was identical. 
Men drove up in a motor car, held up the drivers of a 
mail truck, got the bags containing the registered mail 
and drove away without molestation. Some of the 
police even suggested that this crime might have been 
committed by the Chicago gang, which had just time 
to get to Sullivan for the second robbery. 

But there is worse to come. At almost the same 
hour four bandits in a motor car followed a mail 
truck in Cincinnati from the railway station to an al- 
ley which it was traversing on its way to the postoffice. 
The robbers’ car drew alongside, the truck was held 
up and two of the bandits boarded the Government car 
and handcuffed the Government drivers.to their wheel. 
Without more ado the registered mail sacks were 
taken, thrown into the touring car of the robbers and 
carted swiftly away. It was some time before the 
cries of the drivers attracted passersby. By that time 
the criminals were miles away, gone into the night 
without trace. The loss was not made public by the 
Government. 

Here are three strangely analogous cases in two 
days. Anyone who remembers the criminal doings 
of the last few montbs as they have appeared in the 
newspapers will recall the adventures of the two youths 
near Chicago who held up a train and robbed it in the 
same way. And the super-adventure of the gang of 
young roughs who robbed a mail car near Council 
Bluffs, Ia.. getting away with a sum 
totaling several millions. These men 
were afterward apprehended and 
most of the money recovered. 


The question arises whether these 
crimes are the result of what the po- 
lice have termed a “national organi- 
zation,”” meaning to say thereby that 
some central brain or set of brains 
is directing the activities of a defi- 
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nite 


is possible, of course, 
that the officials have information on which they base 


Clique of criminals. It 


this hypothesis, but nothing that has sifted out to 
public attention any more than suggests the possibility 
of such a thing. The crimes have been more or less 
similar in technique. Unhappily, that doesn't mean 
much. There is only one way to hold up a mail truck, 
and that is to hold it up at the point of firearms. There 
is only one convenient way of getting swiftly and 
safely to and from the theater of such a crime, and 
that is by motor car. There is thus nothing more sug- 
gestive of one-mindedness in these crimes than there 
is about the fact that most yegg robbers used to go to 
the scenes of their crimes by train, and invariably blew 
open safes with nitroglycerin. 

If there were some striking and unusual character- 
istic in all these registered mail bDanditries; if, for in- 
stance, the robbers used airplanes, or if they wore Ku 
Kinx Klan uniforms, or if they invariably used a mys- 
tical password, or even if the robbers always opened 
their stolen pouches in some characteristic manner, 
there might be reason for the supposition of the offi- 
cers. As it stands, there is nothing of the sort, and the 
thing sticks out again as another piece of police 
camouflage, another piece of romancing to keev the 
minds of the people from the main fact, the inability 
of officialdom to cope with crime. It is admitted 
here that crime in these days, especially crime of this 
tvpe, is hard to cope with. 

What are the facts about the mail robberies? It 
is patent, first of all, that there have been not six such 
holdups, but six times six. Not all have been suc- 
cessful; not all have vielded such huge sums. Never- 
theless, the business of holding up,trains, trucks and 
mail wagons for the purpose of getting possession of 
the registered mail bags has been going on throughout 
the West for some time. The proof? 

The other day the Postmaster-General sent to Chi- 
cago, for distribution through the Middle West, 1705 
revolvers of the army pattern, 500 shotguns and more 
than 100,000 rounds of ammunition. At the same time 
the order went out to arm and train 2000 postal em- 
ployes concerned in the transport of valuable mail. 
The same day training schools were opened where 
postal employes will be instructed in the use of fire- 
arms. 
employ and used to guard the wagons and lorries. 
Some of them will be posted in the transport vehicles, 
armed with shotguns and instructed to shoot to kill. 
Others will be mounted on motor cycles and will con- 
voy the trucks. 

This action was not taken in defense against any 
light menace. Never before in the history of the Post 
Office Department has the rule against the arming 
of postal employes been thus generally discarded. The 
cities of the United States are about to see scenes 
rivaling those of the prairie mail coach days, when 
armed horsemen and armed drivers protected the mails 
against Indians and borderland outlaws. Even the 
historical forays of the James and Younger boys 


in the bloody days of half a century ago failed to pro- 

voke any such’ sweeping preparation.

Ex-service men will be drawn into the postal 


The blame must again be charged to the war. In 
the first place, many postal employes of good record 
and experience were drawn into the armies and went 
abroad. Their places had to be filled with any kind of 
material that came to hand. Men were decidedly scarce 
in this country in 1918, and the Gevernment, with the 
low wages paid postoffice employes, had to be content 
with what it could get. In this way, unquestionably, 
many undesirables got into the service and some of 
them undoubtedly are still there. 

As a secondary result of the war we have the Liberty 
Bonds, the cause of more crime than any of the desk 
pundits of the police have yet seen fit to declare. The 
Government had to issue readily negotiable securities 
and countless open markets for these bonds were cre- 
ated by the buving and selling demand. These bonds 
must be shipped back and forth by registered mail or 
express. The ordinary conduct of business requires this. 
As a result the mails have, in the last three or four 
years, been unprecedentedly heavy with money or what 
are often more easy to dispose of than stolen bills of 
larger denomination—the Government bonds. It would 
be strange indeed if this condition did not attract 
criminals. 

Finally, in most of the great cities much of the mail 
trucking is done under contract. That is to say, the 
Government lets out to individuals or corporations the 
job of hauling the mails to and from sub postoffices 
and railway terminals. The drivers may be employes 
not of the Government but of the contractors. They 
are, in such cases, less likely to have been carefully 
chosen and closely investigated. The job of chauffeur 
is one the ex-convict naturally takes up. It is not 
essentially a position of trust. All that is required is 
the ability to operate and possibly to repair a motor 
car. This trade, if it may be so termed, is taught in 
many prisons—Sing Sing for instance. It is readily 
learned on the outside. I am not reflecting on many 
honest hackmen when I say that the chauffeur class 
in all large cities contains some of the most dangerous 
elements in our society. It would be strange if some 
of these fellows were not also driving mail wagons. 

Again, where a gang contemplates a job of a major 
sort, it is no great feat for a clever rascal] either to 
corrupt a previously honest driver or to get a member 
of the gang employed in that capacity by means of 
false recommendations, forged military discharges and 
similar tokens of good character. 

Since these are the conditions, and since they must 
be well known to every competent police chief in the 
country, it ought not to be difficult to piece together 
a convincing theory as to these crimes. The one thing 
that has been apparent in all cases is the familiarity 
of the bandits with the movements of the Government 
trucks, the shipments of valuable mail and even the 
identity of the bags containing the precise shipments 
sought. 

Therefore it might be reasonable to assume that co- 
operation with the actual bandits may come from those 
inside the postoffices or the Federal reserve banks. 
Crooks are not wizards. They must receive information 
just as do other men. In short, it might be wise to 
consider the theory that they must have confederates 
inside who tell the bandits without just when a large 
shipment of currency or bonds is 
about to be made, which truck will 
bear the precious paper, and what 
bag will contain it. This information 
had in advance, it is not much of a 
feat to get the loot from a mail wag- 
on manned with unarmed drivers and 
mail clerks. Whether arming these 
men is going to be effective remains

“The old Poston teain was a hummer. It had Al 
Spaulding, and Andy Leonard was out in left field and 
George Wright was at short and Calvin McVey was 
alternating between catcher and first base. 

“Billy Sunday was a live player and the greatest 
runner I've ever seen on @ ball field. Many people have 
said that he was the equal of Ty Cobb, but he lacked 
Cobb's rare judgement. 

“Taking them by and large, to my mind the greatest 
all-round player that we have ever had was ‘King’ 
Kelly. He was born in Paterson, ! think, and the first 
time I ever saw him play was with a team up in Port 
Jarvis Later he went to Chicago and Boston. He 
Was a great catcher and a great right flelder, a won- 
derful hitter and the headiest man [ve ever seen on a 
diamond.” 

Connell doesn't believe that the 1921 fan would rec- 
ognize the sport of the old days if he had a chance 
to see it. The umpire perched on a camp stool, with 
a big umbrella over his head, would make a fan gasp. 
The players didn’t wear gloves and the catchers stood 
at a safe distance behind the bat and caught the balls 
that came their way on the bound. They didnt wear 
chest protectors or masks. Foul flies, caught on a 
bound, were outs. 

“Without any rule on the subject, said Connell, 
“some of the nervy catchers began coming closer and 
closer to the batter. [n this bunch were Fergus Ma- 
lone, Doug Allison of the Cincinnati Reds, Charley Mills 
of the New York Mutuals and Dick Pierce of the old 
Brooklyn Atilantics. 

“I did a little of that bare-handed, unmasked catching 
up behind the bat myself, along in the ‘7's, and I want 
to tell vou that it wasn’t any pink-tea job,” said Con- 
nell, rubbing his cheek. “At Harrisburg one day a 
foul tip got me on the cheekbone. Oh, yes, it broke 
the bone, all right; but things like that were all in the 
day's work. “The mask came along in the late ‘70's, 
and was invented by a player on the Harvard team 
named Tyng. After that came the chest protector and 
one thing or another, until today the catcher has some 
chance of coming out of the game alive.” 

In no respect has baseball changed more than in 
pitching. Today even among the littlest kids playing 
on the lots, the fellow that throws the ball under- 
hand is promptly labeled a “‘sisey."’ But in the early 
days the underhand pitch was officially prescribed. 

“Arthur Cummings, famous as a twirler on the old 
Brooklyn Stars, is'generally credited with the first 
curved ball,” said Connell. “Originally the rule was 
that tir pitcher had to keep the ball below his hip in 
delivering it. This developed the underhand throw. 
Along abeut 1882, with the advent of the American As- 
sociation, the rules were changed and the pitcher was 
permitted to raise his arm as high as his shoulder in 
delivering the ball. The distance of the pitcher's box 
from the home plate had been increased from 40 to 50 
feet. Finallv, about 1890, the pitching rules were 
changed again and no restrictions whatever were placed 
on the height at which the pitcher might deliver the

Famous legend receives start- 
lingly modern treatment in 
libretto of new opera by 
Ferruccio Busoni—Margue-

— When Mephistopheles 
comes to seize Faust’s soul,

—Immortality not personal, 
but in one’s children :: :: 

OUNOD'S “Faust,” which is said 
to be sung more frequently than 
any other five operas, ends with 
the death of Marguerite and the 
rescue of her sou! by a troop of 
angels, while Mephistopheles, 
dragging Faust with him, disap- 
pears in a fiery abyas. 


But. does this denouement exhaust the pos- 
sibilities of the legend? Goethe thought 


second part. Boito agreed with him, and 
based the fourth act and the epilogue of his 
opera, “Mefistofele,”” upon this second part 
of Goethe's titanic drama. So also believes 
the eminent pianist and composer, Ferruccio 
Busoni, who is writing an opera, ‘‘Doktor 
Faust,’’ in which the incident with Gretchen 
is already over and forgotten before the cur- 
tain rises. 

Busoni's libretto has appeared in book 
form, according to recent advices from Ber- 


lin, to which city the Italian maestro has re- 


turned to take up the career which was in- 
terrupted by the war. His version of the 
Faust story is signalized by the invention of 
many novel incidents, and by the injection of a moral 
of twentieth century modernism. Busoni has plaved 
some of the music at his European concerts. 

There are two prologues, the first of which is recited 
in verse before the curtain after a musica] prelude 
symbolizing Easter Eve and the burgeoning of spring 
In this preface Busoni sets forth the motives which 
guided him in creating the opera. 

From earliest childhood, he confesses, he was haunt- 
ed by a play in which the devil appeared, and from this 
seed the opera of “Doktor Faust” has gradually de- 
veloped and ripened. He considered the three great 
heroes of legend who have come into closeat contact 
with the unearthly-—-Merlin, the enchanter; Don Gio- 
vanni, who invites to supper the statue of a man whom 
be has murdered: and Dr. Johann Faustus. It was 
finally to the puppet-play of. Faust that Busoni turned. 

The composer proceeds to summarize his theory of 
music and the drama. The stage, he says, is a mirror; 
it must not be a distorting mirror, but a magic mirror 

The second prologue is placed in the study of Faust, 
Rictor Magnificus of Wittenberg. The scholar and 
magician is in parlous plight. 


He sees, instead of the crucifix, the form of Helen of Troy.

account. The curtain falls. 


Now begins the real play. To the court of the Duke 
of Parma on his wedding day Mephistopheles, as a 
herald, introduces the wonder-working magician, Dr. 
Faust. Invited to exhibit his art, he turns day into 
night, and shows the spectators three visions: First, 
Solomon and the Queen of Sheba, then Samson and De- 
lilah, and lastly Salome and John the Baptist, beside 
whom is an executioner with a drawn sword.

The siage is empty for a mo- 
ment: then the Duchess passes 
Wildly across in pursuit of 
Faust. Suddenly it is daylight 
again, and Mephistopheles, now 
a court chaplain, breaks the 
news gently to the Duke that 
his consort has eloped. He sug- 
gests that as she and Faust 


They will take no pay for it; 
Faust shall reward them some 
day. They go. At midnight 
Faust, employing the spells revealed in the hook, calls 
up a series of spirits, the seventh of whom is Mephisto- 
pheles, who offers to bargain for Faust’s soul. 

In the old legend, Faust demanded youth, sensual 
enjoyment and evil science. With Goethe, his request 
is for one fleeting instant of pleasure, so genuine that 
he will exclaim to the moment, “Ah, still delay, thou 
art so fair!’ But with Busoni the demand is neither 
for youth, dissipation nor happiness. What this Faust 
exacts is freedom, genius and its pangs. 

He still hesitates to strike the bargain, however, 
until a minion of the law knocks at the door to lead 
him before the inquisition. Mephistopheles executes 
for Faust his firat murder, and he signs the contract 
as dawn breaks and the people outside sing ‘Gloria 
in Excelsis.” 

On this double prologue follows an intermezzo. The

The scene changes to Wittenberg. In a tavern stu- 
dents are discussing, with more or less frivolity, the 
Piatonic theory of ideas. They turp to Faust for his 
opinion. “Nothing has ever been proved and nothing 
ever can be proved,” he says. These words are the 
underlying theme of the drama. Faust begins to speak 
of Martin Luther, but is interrupted by a general quar- 
rel between Protestant and Catholic students. This 
settles into agreement, in German and Latin, on the 
merits of wine, women and song 

Faust recalls his adventure with the Duchess of 
Parnia, and is in the middle of the story when Me- 
phistopheles, a dust-spattered courier, rushes in. The 
Duchess is dead and buried, he says, and sends to Faust 


as a remembrance the dead body of a new-born child, 
which he flings at Faust’s feet. 

The students fall upon Mephistopheles. Why take it 
sO tragically? he asks; it is only a bundle of straw. 
He sets fire to it. The students flee in terror; Faust is 
horrified. He shall possess something finer than the 
Duchess, Mephistopheles promises; and in the column 
of smoke appears the celestial figure of Helen of Troy. 

Faust pursues he: in a sort of slow dance until, 
just as he would seize her, she vanishes. In the back- 
ground loom up three black figures—-the students from 
Cracow. They demand the book, but Faust has de- 
stroyed it. They warn him that at midnight his hour 
will come. ‘““The hour of my perfection,” he answers, 
and points them to the door. They vanish. 

The last scene represents a street in Wittenberg, with 
an entrance to the cathedral and a great crucifix on 
the wall. Wagner enters. He has become Rector Mag- 
nificus in succession to Faust. Students congratulate 
him upon his inaugural address. Faust? Ah, well, he 
was rather a seer of visions than a man of sound 
learning, and in private life-—-God help us! And so good- 
night, gentlemen! A watchman passes, and the stu- 
dents run off, singing in chorus. 

Faust enters and looks at the house which was once 
his own. A beggar-woman is sitting on the step; he 
will give her his last coin, in the hope that a good deed 
may bring healing to his soul. She rises—it is the 
Duchess—and holds out to him her child. He takes 
it and she vanishes. He turns to the cathedral door 
to go in and pray. The specter of Valentine, in armor, 
bars the way. But Fauat is still master of the spirits 
of evil, and the ghost disappears. 

Faust kneels before the crucifix, but can find no words 
in which to pray. The watchman comes up behind 
him. Faust raises hie head, and, by the light of the 
watchman’s lantern, sees, instead of the crucifix, the 
form of Helen. Is there no grace? 

But Faust rises to his feet; he feels new strength, 
a supernatural power. He lays the body of the child on 
the ground, covers it with a cloak, draws a magic circle 
round it, and stands in the middle. The child shall 
continue his existence, shal! fulfill what he hag left 
undone: thus Faust survives forever—Faust, the eter- 
nal will. 

He falls dead. The watchman proclaims midnight, 
and the dead child, metamorphosed into a naked youth, 
springs from the ground with a budding branch in his 
hand, and strides quickly over the snow into the 
night. The watchman—it is Mephistopheles-—-holds his 
lantern over the body of Faust. He hoists the corpse 
on his shoulder and slowly carries it away. 

With even so sketchy a resume as this, it will be 
recognized that Busoni looks at the Faust myth from 
an entirely new point of view. In the first form of the 
legend—embodied during the rivalry of the Reforma- 
tion and Renaissance—-Faust’s crime was in preferring 
earthly science to the sacred revelations of religion: 
that alone was sufficient to damn him to eternal fire. 
This conception underlay Christopher Marlowe's 
“Tragical History of Dr. Faustus,”” which marked the
